A special offering is the Eric P. Newman Collection of Heath’s Counterfeit Detectors, the subject of his 1991 article that 
appeared in the American Numismatic Association Centennial Anthology. The article is reprinted in this volume with 
permission of the ANA. Newman’s collection includes 64 lots in the Signature session that appear in the present volume, 
along with six additional lots that are recorded in volume I. 

Two uncommon pieces in this sale are located in St. Louis. First is Eric P. Newman’s Wooton desk, his workspace 
for over 40 years and an object of beauty in its own right. Second is B.G. Johnson’s historic cabinet, which held the 
inventory of the St. Louis Stamp and Coin Company and later housed coins from Eric’s collection. Numismatists can 
surely imagine working at Eric’s desk and placing pieces from their collections within the drawers that held coins owned 
by “Colonel” E.H.R. Green, B.G. Johnson, and Eric P. Newman.

Like his hero Benjamin Franklin, Eric P. Newman was a voracious reader, erudite bibliophile, prolific 
correspondent, and venerable author. The extensive Newman Library Signature sale within this catalog 
contains rare books, such as the Joachim Camerarius symbol book used by Franklin for Continental 
Currency designs and Allgemeines historisches Taschenbuch , with its double plate showing the 
Continental Dollar coin and the Libertas Americana medal; plated auction catalogs, including the 
Chapman Brothers' Landmark Bushnell Sale and the 1890 Lorin Parmelee Sale; correspondence with 
F.C.C. Boyd, John J. Ford, Jr., Joseph R. Lasser, to name just a few; and a fascinating assortment of 
documents, including the Virgil Brand Archives and B.G. Johnson invoice files. 

Counterfeit detector books abound in this Library sale, and Eric's complete collection of Heath 
Counterfeit Detectors, including every variety listed by him is offered. His article, "Heath's Counterfeit 
Detectors: An Extraordinarily Successful Comedy of Errors" appeared in the 1991 American Numismatic 
Association Centennial Anthology and is reprinted in this catalog with gracious permission of the ANA.

Eric P. Newman Library 

The numismatic library formed by Eric P. Newman is unique for several reasons. It includes many of the well- 
known classics of the American field, as one would expect. The first six volumes of The Numismatist are here, 
as is a complete set of the American Journal of Numismatics. A first edition of Attinelli graced his shelves, as did 
originals of Crosby, Browning, Eckfeldt & Du Bois, Maris, Hall—the list goes on. Catalogues are represented by 
plated Chapmans and Elders, Cogans and Woodwards. More obscure works are also to be found, such as Pliny 
Chase's rare work on Civil War tokens—published while the war was still being fought. Those seeking something 
truly special can seek out George Clapp's heavily annotated copy of Doughty ("the beginnings of my revision," 
he called it), Dr. Hall's massive handwritten collection inventory, or one of the two sets of Crosby in the original 
paper covers. 

Where the Eric P. Newman Library most obviously differentiates itself from the ranks of other first-tier 
numismatic libraries is in the attention it gives to the topic of paper money, an aspect of the American monetary 
experience often neglected by us "coin people." Virtually every classic work on American currency is included 
in the Newman Library: first editions of Breck, Felt, Hart (with the fabulous folding chart), Haseltine, Lee, Ormsby, 
Paine, and so on—topped off by the exceptional copy of the Jacob Perkins Bank Bill Test of 1809, an incredible 
item from the finest library of Americana assembled in the 20th century. Bank note reporters and counterfeit 
detectors can be found by Dye, Foote, Gallahue, Gwynne & Day, Hodges, Naramore, and others—and, of 
course, by Laban Heath, object of Newman's unending fascination. 

Even for those who are not entirely unfamiliar with the world of paper money collecting, there is much to be 
learned here. Thomas Anburey's beautifully illustrated 1 789 Travels through the Interior Parts of America clearly 
deserves to be better known in numismatic circles, as does Abel Brewster's 1810 plan for a counterfeit-proof 
currency. Harley Freeman should be a household name among numismatists once his correspondence with 
Newman and the inventory of his massive collection become better known, and one likes to think that even 
more minor figures like Lizzie Ramsey (and her busy pair of scissors) will be remembered, as will the sad end of 
Owen Sullivan. This is the kind of sale where the best material may consist of things you've never heard of before. 

The presence of the Eric P. Newman Archives, over 50,000 pages of correspondence and tens of thousands 
of pages of research files, also does much to make the present offering stand out as distinct. The preservation of 
these letters and papers are a godsend to numismatic researchers now and in the future. Spanning some 80 years, 
the archives are the subject of an introduction of their own within the catalogue. 

Like coins, the condition of books matters—though perhaps not to the degree it matters with coins. Those who 
are not used to reading book catalogues may be puzzled by some of the grading terminology used, especially 
when similar words are used for quite different conditions. Here are some commonly used conditions: 

Fine : this is the highest grade used to describe a second-hand book. Not necessarily perfect, 

but clean and problem-free. 

Near fine : some minor wear or unimportant defects are noted, but still entirely acceptable. 

Very good: visibly worn, but a respectable used copy. 

Good: as in coins, not actually good at all. An obviously used copy with real problems, though complete. 

Poor (sometimes called a "reading copy"): in bad overall condition, but still usable as a reference.

There are a few other terms and abbreviations that should be defined. Book sizes are as follows: 

Folio: over 12 inches tall at the spine. 

4to (quarto): between 9 and 12 inches tall. 

8vo (octavo): between 8 and 9 inches tall. 

12mo (duodecimo): between 7 and 8 inches tall. 

16mo (sextodecimo): between 6 and 7 inches tall. 

Other unfamiliar terms may include "foxing" (the spotting that develops on some paper over time); the "head" 
and "tail" (top and bottom of spine); "calf" (a smooth-grained leather); "morocco" (a more heavily grained 
leather); "pastedown" (the part of the endpaper that is pasted onto the inside cover, and "flyleaf" (the free part 
of the endpaper). Paginations can be confusing, but are generally expressed with pages not counted in the 
pagination noted in parentheses, so that 

(2), xxii, 322 pages 

means there is one leaf (two pages) at the beginning of the volume, followed by 22 pages numbered in Roman 
numerals, followed by 322 pages numbered as usual. 

Eric P. Newman rarely wrote in his books, instead marking pages of interest with a strip of paper. These 
have generally been retained, as have various invoices and other papers placed within volumes. Newman often 
photocopied fragile works, with the photocopy housed with the volume so that it could be referred to without 
risking further damage to the original. 

One final note: the Eric P. Newman Archives have generally been digitally scanned for permanent preservation 
on the Newman Numismatic Portal, a project of the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society. Many of 
Newman's books and other publications that are no longer in copyright have been similarly preserved. This 
makes the information in these materials available to a much wider audience while maintaining the integrity of 
the originals as cherished objects and collectibles in their own right. 

We hope you enjoy this sale and recognize the spirit of curiosity that drove the building of this library.

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The Virgil Brand Archives 
One of the Great Collections 

15104 Brand, Virgil. Burdette G. Johnson's Archives of Material Relating to Coins Handled by Him from the Estate of Virgil Brand. Two 

large boxes of carefully maintained inventory records of coins sold by Johnson on behalf of Armin Brand, brother of the great collector Virgil 
Brand (1862-1926), from 1935 until Armin's death in 1946. Also present are inventories of consignments made to Johnson by Armin's widow 
Frieda Grammes Brand, and by Armin's daughter Jane von Boecklin (later Jane Brand Allen), until Johnson's death in 1947. The archives further 
include reference inventories of material consigned by Armin Brand to Arthur Kelly. Most of the content inventoried consists of foreign and 
ancient coins. Some items are keyed to Virgil Brand's inventory ledgers described below. Occasional cover letters are also included. The main 
inventories here present include over 2000 pages, more than half of them from between 1935 and 1938. 

It should be noted that while the 1936 papers include the highly important notes concerning the Dr. Thomas Hall collection, the Hall 
inventory of Connecticut coppers is being offered in this sale as a separate lot, as is Hall's inventory of his U.S. large cents. These segments of 
the inventories are present in this lot only in photocopy. The rest of the pages are original to the time period and are the copies made for and 
sent to B.G. Johnson for his use, and bear his annotations. 

Virgil M. Brand was one of the greatest coin collectors of his day—or, indeed, of any day. He became interested in coins while a young 
man in his 20s, and began buying widely. A successful businessman, he had the means to aggressively build his collection; this, coupled with 
a cosmopolitan attitude that brought him into contact with dealers from around the world, allowed him to form first-class collections not only 
of U.S. coins, but of ancient, medieval, and modern coins from around the world. Not content with purchasing individual coins, Brand bought 
entire collections when the opportunity presented itself, adding notable assemblages such as the Ferrari, Hall, and Wurtzbach collections to his 
own. At the time of his death, Brand's collection held at least 350,000 coins. Were the collection intact today, it could be worth half a billion 
dollars or more. Despite the massive size of his estate, Virgil brand died intestate. His brothers inherited his property, but frequently disagreed 
about its distribution. The coins were appraised by Burdette G. Johnson and Henry Chapman, with each brother receiving half the appraised 
value. Both brothers were more interested in liquidating the coins than in retaining them. However, Armin's daughter Jane decided to keep some 
of those remaining when her father died and she inherited his portion—these coins were kept off the market until the 1980s when they were 
sold through Bowers & Merena Galleries and Sotheby's on behalf of her estate. 

The gradual disposition of Virgil Brand's massive collection—over the course of decades, through numerous intermediaries, on behalf 
of various parties, and in different places—has created much confusion for those attempting to trace the provenance of significant coins to 
this collection. Manuscript ledgers now housed at the American Numismatic Society provide a marvelous record of the collection from the 
perspective of the initial purchase of the coins, but tracking their subsequent dispersal has been a difficult task, one made easier by the present 
archive. While Johnson did not handle the entirety of Brand's enormous holdings, he did handle much of it, and Johnson's records comprise an 
exceptionally useful resource for establishing the pedigrees of many of Brand's coins.

The Roger Cohen Archives 
A Unique Record of Half Cent Collecting 

15105 Cohen, Jr., Roger S. Numismatic Archives Pertaining to United States Half Cents. Seven boxes of Cohen's personal archives, 
including manuscripts, typescripts, and other pre-publication materials for both editions of Cohen's American Half Cents, voluminous 
correspondence with other half cent specialists, collection inventories, research papers, annotated catalogues and other printed materials, 
photographs, invoices for both coins and books, business documents regarding the printing and distribution of his books, and other matter 
concerning the study and collecting of U.S. half cents. 

Roger S. Cohen, Jr. (1927-1990) was an accountant by vocation and a numismatist by avocation, whose focus became the study of 
the United States half cents, a series he felt had lived for too long in the shadow of their "big sisters," the long-studied and much-beloved 
large cents. Unsatisfied with the existing works on the subject and impatient with the slow progress being made by others in the field, he 
determined to write his own guide to the series, publishing the first edition of American Half Cents: The "Little Half Sisters" in 1971. The 
book was well-received, and a second edition was published a decade later in 1981. Cohen wrote that his book was "aimed at the person 
who has been collecting for a number of years and has an interest in coins but needs to get into something else other than date collecting 
or the filling the holes in the album routine..." (letter to Paul Munson, July 12, 1971). Writing and maintaining the book became the focus 
of his numismatic activities, with him acknowledging that it was "one hell of a lot more work than I ever dreamed." 

The archive includes important pre-publication materials for both editions of his book, including: original manuscripts; edited and 
clean typescripts; various drafts and mock-ups of individual chapters; worksheets on the condition census for proof coins; photographs 
of the plate coins used in both editions (as well as some that were rejected for use), with some identified by owner; notes on specific 
collections; unbound printed signatures; paste-ups including photographs; a copy of the first edition (erroneously bound upside down) that 
has been extensively annotated in anticipation of the revised edition; lists of presentation copies; marketing materials; invoices for orders 
and inventory records; sales tax records; printer and binder invoices; book party invitations; reviews; copyright information; and much 
else. 

Other subjects covered in the archives include Cohen's lecture on original and restrike half cents given at the Coinage of Americas 
Conference; his own fixed price lists offering duplicates from his collection; his work on revising the half cent section of A Guide Book of 
United States Coins; provenance research, particularly for varieties rated R-6 or higher; the half cents in the "Col." E.H.R. Green collection; 
the Anderson-Dupont sales; and Cohen's May 1982 talk at the New York Numismatic Club. Also included are a number of auction 
catalogues and fixed price lists, many of which have been annotated by Cohen. Firms and individuals present (sometimes in photocopy) 
include: William K. Raymond, S.H. Chapman, Stack's, Numismatic Gallery, Bowers & Merena, New Netherlands Coin Company, Wayte 
Raymond, Henry Chapman, Abe Kosoff, Superior Galleries, William Doyle Galleries, Coin Galleries, Kagin's, J.J. Teaparty, and others. 

Perhaps the most significant material here present is Cohen's personal correspondence with other half cent specialists. This 
correspondence comprises a unique view of the half cent collecting fraternity in the second half of the 20th century. Cohen retained much 
of his received correspondence and kept carbon copies of many of his outgoing letters and responses. Correspondents include: John W. 
Adams, Bill Bareford, Henry Bergos, Mike Berton, Jack Beymer, Willard Blaisdell, Del Bland, Walter Breen, Ray Chatham, Ron Guth, J.H. 
Cline, Stephen Cunningham, William Easley, Harry Edelman, George Ewing, Bob and Cindy Grellman, John Griffee, Ricky Gross, Jon 
Hanson, Robert P. Hilt, R.W. Julian, Warren Lapp, Wallace Lee, Denis Loring, Bill Luebke, Jim McGuigan, Harold McQuaid, Ray Munde, 
Paul Munson, Bill Noyes, Mike Packard, Darwin Palmer, Richard Picker, Andrew Pollack, Dick Punchard, Bill Raymond, Lanny Reinhardt, 
Jules Reiver, Jeff Rock, Roy Rouch, P. Scott Rubin, Robert Schonwalter, Bob Shalowitz, William Sheldon, Craig Sholley, Herb Silberman, 
Pete Smith, Warren Smith, William R.T. Smith, Norman Stack, Terry Stahurski, R. Tettenhorst, Don Valenziano, Bill Weber, Rod Widok, Ray

The Deal of the Century 

15106 (Green, "Colonel" Edward H.R.). Archives Relating to the Purchase of Items from the Estate of Edward H.R. Green by Eric P. 
Newman and Burdette G. Johnson. Two boxes of correspondence, inventories, and financial papers including thousands of pages of 
detailed records tracking the purchase and resale of coins, medals, and paper money from the Green Estate. Mostly consisting of loose 
sheets in folders, but also including typewritten inventory records housed in small binders, the archives are in very good overall condition. 

The Green Estate archives divide into two interrelated categories: purchase correspondence and settlement records. The purchase 
correspondence largely consists of Newman writing the Estate, usually through Chase Bank in New York, and negotiating purchases. It also 
contains Newman and Johnson's correspondence and inventory records, the latter of which includes six small notebooks devoted to dimes, 
paper money, cents, and half dollars (with two copies of the last two being present). Materials are mostly typewritten, but occasionally 
handwritten; typewritten materials are frequently annotated by hand. Occasional other items, such as telegrams and adding machine tape, 
are also included. 

The settlement records were intended for use by Newman and Johnson in tracking the sale of items acquired from the Estate and the 
distribution of proceeds. Newman's task was to be the primary contact with the Estate, while Johnson was responsible for selling what 
Newman obtained. The proceeds were to be divided between the two. These records are painstaking in detail, meticulously recording 
each item sold and the price achieved. The close friendship between Newman and Johnson could lead one to expect a less rigorous 
accounting, but the personalities of the men involved insisted on strict record-keeping as the best way to maintain that close friendship. On 
more than one occasion, trifling errors were corrected by one party sending the other a check for an amount small enough to be ignored 
by most. The records continue through Johnson's death in February 1947 and consist of nearly 2000 pages of material. 

The story of the Green Estate coins and their acquisition by Eric P. Newman and Burdette G. Johnson has become the stuff of 
numismatic legend and has been told many times before. It began on August 15, 1939, when Newman drew upon his slight acquaintance 
with "Col." Green to approach his Estate about purchasing some of Green's Missouri paper money: 

"I am a collector of paper money and specialize in items current in Missouri. The late Edward Green was very well known in 
the numismatic field and had in his collection certain bank notes from the State of Missouri which I would very much like 
to purchase. I do not know what disposition you plan to make or have made of some of his various collections but would 
appreciate very much if you could tell me who has charge of the collections and if the same were inventoried. 

Being a graduate of M.l.T. I had the opportunity of knowing Colonel Green and did not at that time ask him to part with 
any of the things which gave him so much pleasure. Now, however, I would like to have you put me in touch with the person 
who could let me know what Missouri items are in Colonel Green's collection and how I might find out if I could obtain some 
of these 

Writing the Green Estate was a bold move on Newman's part. The Estate was almost incomprehensibly large, and the Missouri paper 
money he sought was utterly insignificant in relation to the matters with which the executors had to be concerned. But nothing ventured, 
nothing gained, and Newman's letter eventually bore results he could scarcely have dreamt of. The purchase of $1200 worth of Missouri 
paper items was the first of what would become many acquisitions from the Green Estate. When it became clear that Newman could 
arrange the purchase of virtually any of Green's collections, he brought his good friend and numismatic mentor Burdette Johnson into 
the deal and they quickly came to an arrangement that was more than satisfactory to both of them. While the purchase correspondence 
through the end of 1939 is only 11 pages, broadening to 33 pages for 1940, it jumps dramatically to over 600 pages for 1941 as what must 
be considered the Deal of the Century took off. As Johnson wrote to Newman on Sept. 29, 1941: 

"I sold a number of the Dimes today and although this is not a very large sale, it is a fair example of how the costs are running 
and will show you that it is going to be well worth our while for both of us to try and get as much of this material as possible." 

Much of the correspondence consists of Johnson reporting to Newman on sales he had made. Others enclose funds for additional 
purchases. One amusing example from Dec. 20, 1941, has Johnson briefly writing Newman: "Herewith check for $500.00 covering my 
half interest in the three 1913 Liberty Head Nickels." While most of the correspondence and inventories concern less important coins, 
it must be emphasized that, given the enormous size of Green's collection and the fact that it was privately distributed after his death, 
the present archives are of exceptional significance in tracing the provenance of coins to Green's collection and in determining their 
subsequent disposition. These records constitute one of the most important lots in the present sale.

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The Burdette G. Johnson Invoice Files 
A Remarkable Archive of Numismatic Activity 

15107 Johnson, Burdette G. Invoices for Coins, 1940-1947. Seven archival file boxes housing 254 acid-free file folders containing 
approximately 3000 carbon-copy typewritten invoices for coins sent to various clients (both collectors and dealers) between 1940 and 
Johnson's death in early 1947. Tens of thousands of coins are recorded on these invoices. Materials are generally well-preserved. 

Burdette Johnson is exactly the sort of coin dealer whose activities used to be relegated to the dustbin of history. He was primarily a 
wholesaler, selling coins to other dealers, though he did conduct an extensive retail business as well. He didn't tend to publish, however, 
leaving his legacy in the hobby subject to the vagaries of memory. Johnson conducted himself and his business with a quiet demeanor 
and a personal integrity that cherished the confidentiality of his clients. He was the opposite of a figure like B. Max Mehl, whose primary 
contribution to the hobby was promotional. But there are drawbacks to being private, and once the generations of collectors and dealers 
with whom Johnson had dealt had passed on, his contributions were largely forgotten. 

We have seen other examples in our time of collectors and dealers whose energetic participation in the hobby had mostly been 
forgotten but whose reputations and contributions have in recent years been revived and acknowledged. Eric P. Newman's friend F.C.C. 
Boyd is a good example of someone who, just 20 years ago, was known only to the cognoscenti but whose name is once again famous in 
numismatic circles. Dealers like Elmer S. Sears and James Macallister are still waiting for their due recognition. 

Burdette Johnson died suddenly in February 1947, with no time to settle his affairs. He was unmarried and his will stipulated that 
Eric P. Newman, his good friend, protege, and partner in the "Colonel" Green estate, would act as co-executor. Had Johnson evinced the 
slightest interest in preserving his fame, he could have asked for no one better. Due to Newman's preservation of Johnson's meticulous 
records, this archive of materials—an outstanding resource for those researching the provenance of significant coins—has been saved for 
numismatists of today. An extraordinary archive.

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The Burdette G. Johnson Estate 
Records of His Coins and Library

B.G. Johnson. Undated (presumably 1947). 947 pages, typewritten 
with handwritten annotations and ink stamps, [with] Coin Library. 

34 pages, typewritten with handwritten 
annotations. Both inventories a bit worn from initial use, but remain 
very good. 

Burdette Johnson died suddenly on the morning of Feb. 24, 1947, 
as he took a streetcar to his office. With no warning to encourage 
him to prepare his affairs (he died of an aneurysm), his executors 
had a difficult job. One of these executors was Eric P. Newman, 
and his familiarity with Johnson's business, and in particular 
with Johnson's holdings from the "Colonel" Green Estate, were 
undoubtedly extremely helpful at this time. The coin inventory the 
executors compiled lists close to 20,000 coins belonging to Johnson's 
estate, about 55% of which are U.S. coins and 45% foreign coins. 
Within the coin inventory is a two-page typewritten statement dated 
May 7, 1947, signed by Jane Brand Allen and Frieda Grommes Brand, 
attesting to their ownership of the coins in Johnson's possession 
from the Estate of Armin Brand (derived in turn from the Estate of 
Virgil Brand). The library was ultimately acquired by Eric P. Newman 
while the coins were divided between two of Johnson's heirs. The 
inventories demonstrate the high level of Johnson's activity in the 
numismatic field, with the breadth of coverage testifying to his 
impressive range of knowledge.

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The Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files 

Introduction 

The correspondence of Eric P. Newman constitutes one of the most important sources of information on the 
subject of U.S. numismatics in the 20th century. Beginning in the 1930s and extending into the new millennium, 
the Newman archives are without peer in their scope and depth. Encompassing some 50,000 pages, they take a 
broad approach to the subject, including paper currency, tokens, and medals in their coverage, and occasionally 
branching out into foreign and ancient numismatics. Hundreds of correspondents are represented. Newman 
made efforts to keep all incoming letters as well as carbon copies of his own side of the correspondence, making 
this archive especially valuable since both sides of the conversation are present. 

Any attempt to organize such a vast quantity of correspondence is necessarily imperfect. Correspondents 
frequently, even usually, manage to touch upon more than one subject in their writings. Dominant themes 
discussed in the letters themselves are most often used to classify correspondents, though at times the writer's 
prominence in another area may be relevant. The archives to follow are arranged in lots first by significant 
individual files, then by topical files in the following areas: Authentication and Counterfeiting; Colonial Coins, 
Tokens, and Medals; Institutions and Societies; Paper Money; and U.S. Federal Coins. These are followed by 
a large miscellaneous gathering of more varied correspondence. It should be noted that the Colonial section 
includes coins, medals, and tokens, but not Colonial and Continental paper money, which are filed in the Paper 
Money section. Fugio coppers are filed under Colonials as they have traditionally been collected more by 
Colonial specialists than by those focusing on U.S. federal issues. That said, there are cases where files include 
substantial discussions of more than one topic, and significant overlap does occur. 



Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Charles J. Affleck

Approximately 170 pages, primarily consisting of original letters 
to Eric P. Newman from Affleck and copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1960-1974. Subjects discussed include: detailed accounts 
of various trades between the two, generally involving Colonial, 
Continental, or Confederate paper money; the research and writing 
of Affleck's two-volume book The Obsolete Paper Money of Virginia 
(1968-1969); the 1969 sale of the Budde collection of Colonial and 
Continental paper money; and the discovery of some notes that were 
improperly removed from the collection of the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania. A two-page handwritten letter from Newman to Affleck 
providing "Additions to County, City & Scrip section of Virginia listing 
prepared by Affleck & others" is noted: both the original and the 
copy are present, with the original also bearing Affleck's notes and 
responses. Several want lists are exchanged as well as photocopies of 
various paper money emissions. Condition is generally fine or nearly 
so. A very interesting group of letters.

15111 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with the American 
Numismatic Association (ANA), and with Various Officers, Staff, 
and Members Concerning ANA Business. Over 1000 pages, 
consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from ANA officers, 
staff, and members regarding ANA business matters, as well as 
copies of Newman's side of the correspondence. Topics most 
commonly addressed relate to: a potential agreement between the 
ANA and the American Numismatic Society to jointly publish the 
bibliographic periodical Numismatic Literature; conventions being 
held in 1961 (Atlanta), 1969 (Philadelphia), 1971 (Washington, 
D.C.), and 1979 (St. Louis); the coordination of the 1984 Numismatic 
Festival in New England; the activities of the Heath Literary Award 
Committee and the Library Committee; the efforts of the Numismatic 
Terms Standardization Committee's to compile a glossary of unusual, 
new, and controversial terms relating to numismatics; and general 
correspondence on ANA matters from 1956 to 1990. 

Eric P. Newman joined the American Numismatic Association 
in 1935, going on to become one of the very few ANA members to 
achieve the milestone of 80 years of membership. His level of activity 
within the association varied over the years, as he balanced the 
demands of professional and family life with those of his numismatic 
interests. The 1950s and 1960s saw him become active on a 
committee level, but it was in the 1970s and 1980s that he became 
especially involved. Newman's writing also took off in the 1950s, 
with him being awarded the first of his 16 Heath Literary Awards, an 
honorable mention, in 1955, and with him receiving his first (of four) 
first-place Heath Literary Awards in 1959. 

Important papers here present include: the correspondence 
relating to the publication of Selections from the Numismatist in four 
volumes (1959-1960); letters and other documentation concerning 
the display of Newman's Confederate half dollar at the 1961 ANA 
Convention; the often contentious discussions revolving around 
the composition and adoption of a standard glossary of numismatic 
terminology; occasional commentary and correspondence relating to 
questionable commercial activities by ANA members or the donation 
for tax-deductible purposes of dubious items (or legitimate items of 
questionable claimed value); letters concerning Newman's activities 
as an ANA exhibit judge; materials prepared for the section on Early 
American Money written by Eric P. Newman for inclusion in the 
ANA's Young Numismatist Correspondence Course; and hundreds of 
pages of correspondence concerning the activities of various ANA 
committees and Newman's participation in evaluating nominees for 
the different awards bestowed by the ANA. 

Condition is generally fine or nearly so. This lot comprises 
a treasure trove of material on the workings of the ANA from 
approximately the late 1950s to early 1990s.

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Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
ANA Certification Service (ANACS) 

15112 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence Concerning the 
American Numismatic Association Certification Service. Over 900 
pages, primarily consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from 
ANACS personnel and ANA members concerned with ANACS, as 
well as copies of Newman's own side of the correspondence (1965- 
1987). Much of the material here present concerns specific items 
submitted to ANACS for authentication and/or grading, including 
certification documents for coins examined on behalf of ANACS by 
Newman. 

Notable materials here present include: letters regarding 
the appointment of Eric P. Newman to the predecessor entity, the 
Bureau of Numismatic Identification and Authentication (BONI); 
correspondence in which Newman attempts to resign from the 
Bureau because of the ongoing PNG investigation of the U.S.A.O.G. 
$20 gold controversy with fellow Bureau member John J. Ford, Jr.; 
an interesting group of materials in which Newman discusses the 
authentication program for stamps managed jointly by the Philatelic 
Foundation and the American Philatelic Society, and how a study of 
this program by the ANA could be helpful as it works to establish 
a similar program for coins; an issue of the ANACS Consultant 
Newsletter ; a publication distributed to the very small number of 
authenticators; and a 1980 letter from Newman, accompanied by 
four enlarged photographs of a submitted 1853 U.S.A.O.G. $20 
piece which Newman concludes "has been deliberately altered to 
such an extent that we cannot tell whether it is genuine or false." 

The establishment of an authentication bureau by the American 
Numismatic Association is something that took years to develop and 
often involved delicate diplomacy between various parties. While the 
earliest correspondence here present dates from Sept. 21,1965 (Matt 
Rothert's invitation to Newman to join the new BONI Committee), the 
earliest authentication report submitted by Newman to the ANA (for a 
1 793 large cent) is dated Nov. 21, 1972—over seven years later. Some 
of the letters in the present lot remain sensitive after over 40 years; 
others are amusing in retrospect. To Charles Hoskins's 1972 inquiry 
as to whether Newman had "any experience in authenticating U.S. 
private gold coins," Newman responds: "I put in two years studying 
all U.S. Assay Office, Blake, Parsons, etc. and testified before the 
arbitration in the Garland vs. Ryan matter. Is this enough experience 
on the private gold phonies?" Once the service was fully established, 
however, it began operating at a busy pace, with hundreds of pages 
of this lot consisting of highly detailed reports written by Newman on 
the coins submitted for his examination. Condition is generally fine 
or nearly so. A fascinating group of material.

American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission 

15113 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence Regarding the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission. Approximately 75 pages, 
primarily consisting of original letters to and from Eric P. Newman and 
various parties involved with the American Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission (ARBC), 1972-1974. Newman was involved with the 
ARBC, serving on the Coins and Medals Advisory Panel tasked with 
designing suitable numismatic commemoratives, circulating or 
otherwise. Interesting content includes: a 1972 letter from Newman 
to James Conlon, of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, suggesting 
the possibility of there being produced a commemorative or special 
issue paper money design to go along with the Mint's plan to 
strike coins with special reverses and the date given as 1776-1976 
(Newman was promoting the idea of a 50 cent fractional currency 
souvenir issue, though this apparently did not receive much support); 
correspondence with Elvira Eliza Clain-Stefanelli concerning the 
participation in the ARBC of she and her husband; a 1973 letter to 
Lynn Carroll, Deputy Executive Director of the Commission, regarding 
the status of plans to ask Norman Rockwell or Andrew Wyeth to 
design a suitable medal; and a July 11, 1974, letter from Newman 
to Secretary of the Treasury William E. Simon thanking him for his 
support of the revival of the $2 paper money denomination, to be 
issued with a Bicentennial theme. A certificate of appreciation given 
to Newman for serving on the Commission is also present. Condition 
is generally fine. This group of letters provides a most interesting look 
at the process by which the Bicentennial medals, coins, and paper 
money came to fruition.

Eric P. Newman served on the 1967 Assay Commission, one of 
the great honors of his numismatic life. In return for his service, he 
received this bronze medal that features then-Mint Director Eva 
Adams on the obverse, and a depiction of the fourth Philadelphia 
Mint building on the reverse. This medal is essentially as struck. 
The 11 by 11 by 4.5 cm black presentation case with blue interior 
is included.

[with] Newman, Eric P. Correspondence Regarding the Annual Assay 
Commission and Eric P. Newman's Appointment to the Commission 
in 1967. Approximately 1 50 pages, primarily consisting of copies of 
the Proceedings of the Annual Assay Commission for 1966 and 1967, 
as well as correspondence relating to Eric P. Newman's appointment 
as chair of the Commission for 1967. Correspondents include Mint 
Director Eva Adams, Rep. Leonor K. Sullivan, Kenneth Bressett, W.A. 
Philpott, Jr., and others. Newspaper sections or clippings concerning 
the Commission and Newman's role in it are also present but not 
counted in the pagination. The Assay Commission was entrusted 
with safeguarding the production standards required of United 
States coinage by performing analysis of randomly selected coins set 
aside for this purpose. While the coinage was transitioning to a clad 
composition at the time of Newman's appointment, it is significant 
to note that the 1967 Assay Commission in fact recorded two coins 
that fell outside the tolerance allowed by law: an underweight clad 
half dollar from the Denver Mint and an underweight quarter from 
the San Francisco Mint. Materials fine or nearly so.

Douglas B. Ball 

15115 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Douglas B. Ball. 

Approximately 80 pages, primarily consisting of original letters to 
Eric P. Newman from Ball and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1966-1995. The letters between the two are frequently quite 
substantive, providing lengthy and detailed analyses of the often- 
complicated questions they were discussing. These topics include 
the legality of the change bills of North Carolina (specifically the 
implications of the 1821 case of Craig v. Missouri) and the fate of 
the Confederate paper money collection housed in the National 
Archives. Newman and Ball disagreed on a variety of points, leading 
to an exchange of numerous dense and informative letters often 
running to several pages. Copies of Ball's Project for Preserving and 
Cataloguing the Collection of Confederate Notes and Bonds Available 
to the Smithsonian Institution and for Producing Three Useful 
Scholarly Works Based on that Collection as well as his Supplemental 
Report are also included. Ball's goals were to "complete the work 
begun by Raphael P. Thian" and "to prepare a definitive catalogue 
of the Confederate currency," as well as "to write a history of the 
Confederate printers and their effect on Confederate financial policy." 
It is refreshing to witness two experts in these areas of paper money 
carrying on a long-term discussion, although frequently disagreeing, 
on good terms and always in a spirit of friendly cooperation. 
Condition is generally fine or nearly so.

Harry W. Bass, Jr. 

15116 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Harry W. Bass, Jr. 

Approximately 75 pages, primarily consisting of original letters to 
Eric P. Newman from Bass and carbon copies of Newman's letters 
in return, 1972-1998. The letters between these two formidable 
collectors is uniformly genial and engaging, and often suggest various 
items the other may be interested in adding to his collection, whether 
it be Heath counterfeit detectors for Newman or gold coin scales for 
Bass. Both men served in various capacities and positions with the 
American Numismatic Society, which is also a topic of conversation 
between them. Their shared interest in using their resources to better 
the state of numismatic knowledge and, in particular, to make use of 
technology to further develop the efficiency with which numismatic 
research can be conducted is also discussed, particularly in regard to 
the formation in 1992 of the Harry W. Bass Jr. Research Foundation. 
(The fact that some 1995 correspondence to Bass is present in the 
form of printed emails points towards Bass's strong interest in using 
computers for numismatic research.) Finally, materials relating to 
Bass's death on April 4, 1998, are present, including Newman's 
written tribute to him. Overall condition is generally fine.

Harry X Boosel

Approximately 200 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Boosel and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1954-2001, but substantially augmented by copies of Boosel's 
research papers. Extensive correspondence concerning Boosel's 
research on the Saudi Arabian gold discs minted and traded for oil 
by the US Government in the 1940s is included, as are manuscripts 
on various aspects of the coinage of 1873, the object of Boosel's 
longstanding fascination. Perhaps most important are copies of 
Boosel's research files on the Saudi gold discs, about which he wrote 
in the July 1959 issue of The Numismatist. These files include much 
information that never found its way into Boosel's writing on the topic, 
and makes for quite interesting reading. Correspondents present here 
include: Thomas R. Ackerman, Rae V. Biester, Kenneth E. Bressett, 
Vernon Brown, Lloyd B. Carswell, Michael J. Druck, Francis Fazzari, 
Frank Gasparro, M. Geiger, Henry Grunthal, Gordon C. Hamilton, 
Donald R. Heath, Charles R. Hoskins, Assistant Mint Director Leland 
Howard, Abdullah Al-Khayyal, Ernest Kraus, Stuart Mosher, Robert 
W. Pridgen, Harold Rosenbaum, Hans F.M. Schulman, John F. Shaw, 
Arthur J. Smith, William D. Toomey, Elizabeth Troy, H.P. Walter, 
George Willis, and Jesse P. Wolcott. Other topics discussed are 
modern copies of Colonial coins and Qing Dynasty gold sycees sold 
in 1986 by Christie's, now attributed to the Geldermalsen shipwreck 
but held in some suspicion by Boosel ("Why is it that when I see 
something like this, two names immediately come to mind...").

Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 

F.C.C. Boyd 

15118 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with F.C.C. Boyd. Nearly 500 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from Boyd, 
carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, and much additional material, 1948-1962 (with some related printed material from later). Overall 
condition is generally fine. 

Frederick Charles Cogswell Boyd (1886-1958) was a towering figure in American numismatics during the first half of the twentieth century. 
A voracious collector with broad interests, his numismatic curiosity was virtually without limit. As a highly successful and effective businessman, 
Boyd developed the means to collect aggressively and widely. He did not do so in the shadows, however. Rather than quietly employ a trusted 
agent to make occasional and discreet purchases on his behalf, as many wealthy collectors did, Boyd was an active participant in the hobby 
and a great promoter of collecting. He organized coins shows, published reference works, and served a term as the President of the New York 
Numismatic Club. When Lyman H. Low passed away before his final sale had been held, F.C.C. Boyd stepped in and administered the sale; 
when no one wanted to conduct the 1922 ANA sale, Boyd took charge of the Arrangement Committee and wrote the catalogue himself. He was 
a whirlwind of numismatic activity. 

Numismatic Gallery sold most of Boyd's U.S. federal coins in 1945 and 1946, in a series of sales anonymously billed as the "World's 
Greatest Collection." However, he retained his extensive collection of early American coins, tokens, medals, and paper money. Eric P. Newman 
was introduced to Boyd in early 1948 through Wayte Raymond, to whom Newman had been speaking about the lack of a definitive work on 
the Fugio coppers. Raymond took it upon himself to introduce the two, with Newman writing Boyd for the first time on March 5, 1948: 

Dear Mr. Boyd: 

I just returned from a visit to New York, and while there I had a very pleasant chat with Mr. Wayte Raymond. I asked him if there 
had been any publication of the die varieties of the 1 787 Fugio Cent and he told me that you had approximately thirty different die 
varieties in your collection but that so far as he knew they had never been identified by proper numbering arrangement and published. 

He would like very much to publish this type of thing in the Coin Collectors' Journal, and I told him that although I had the major 
varieties in my collection and Mr. Norman Bryant, of North Haven, Connecticut, had a substantial number of minor varieties, it would 
not be possible to do a proper job in this field without your assistance. ... I feel that it is very strange that die variety work has been 
done in almost every field except the first United States Cent. 

Boyd surprised Newman by sending him his entire collection of Fugios so they could be used in Newman's work in progress. Thus began 
a fine numismatic friendship that lasted until Boyd's death on September 7, 1958. The two clicked quickly, with the formal salutation "Dear 
Mr. Boyd" quickly being replaced in Newman's letters with "Dear Freddie." They fell into a mutually satisfying routine in which "Boyd loaned 
the coins, Newman did the research and writing and Raymond did the publishing" (Truth Seeker: The Life of Eric P. Newman, by Leonard 
Augsburger, Roger W. Burdette, and Joel J. Orosz, page 119). 

In addition to research inquiries, Newman and Boyd traded want lists and collection inventories, both of them being agreeable to the 
occasional trade while shying away from involving money in their exchanges. Indeed, many of the hundreds of letters here present were 
originally accompanied by coins or paper money being exchanged in an effort to assist in building each other's collection. They also exchanged 
information. Boyd was of the previous generation of collectors and had known collectors Newman never knew, such as H i I Iyer Ryder, writer 
of the standard works on Vermont and Massachusetts coppers, who died when Newman was only 16. Boyd's recollections of the hobby in the 
early years of the twentieth century make for fascinating reading, as do his descriptions of his collections. 

A final, and sadder, section of the correspondence relates to Boyd's death and the subsequent difficulties over his estate. The two frequently 
lent coins to each other and had agreements concerning various coins in their collections in the event of death, and sorting everything out with 
the estate while maintaining good relationships could at times be difficult. Newman stayed in friendly touch with Helen Boyd, Fred's widow, for 
several years, as well as with other members of the family. The present lot constitutes an extraordinary archive of original material documenting 
one of the most fruitful friendships in the history of numismatics.

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Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 

Walter H. Breen 

15119 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Walter H. Breen. Approximately 300 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Breen and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 1952-1993, as well as various printed materials described below. 
Overall condition is generally fine. 

Though Walter Breen had some peripheral presence in numismatics in the 1940s, it wasn't until December 1950 that he truly burst 
upon the numismatic scene. In that month, he had his first published numismatic article appear (in The Numismatist), and he met John J. 
Ford, Jr., with whom he had been corresponding, and who in turn introduced Breen to Wayte Raymond. The legendary dealer and publisher 
of the Coin Collector's Journal immediately recognized Breen's potential and set him to work in the National Archives researching Mint 
records and other documents. Breen became a highly active correspondent at that time, reaching out to most of the notable numismatic 
researchers of the day. 

Eric P. Newman broke the ice by writing Breen to congratulate him on an article he had published in the January 1952 issue of The 
Numismatist ("Survey of American Coin Hoards"), which Newman called "one of the most interesting articles I have read in many years" 
(letter of Jan. 17, 1952). Breen's response (erroneously dated Jan. 22, 1951) is a highly detailed two-page missive in which he comments 
on the "Stepney Hoard" counterfeit coppers he encountered at Stack's and which he states are probably "still kicking around in a drawer 
in Stack's offices." The two began corresponding intensely about the puzzles posed by the counterfeit coppers, trying to tease out what 
exactly constituted the emissions of the Machin's Mills operation. Fugio cents are also discussed, as are other Confederation-era copper 
pieces, before the ongoing conversation turns to half cents—a conversation that culminates in Newman sending his collection of them 
to the ANS in November 1952 for Breen to examine and have photographed. A five-page letter from Breen to Newman is most indicative 
of the correspondence from this period. Single-spaced with tight margins, Breen types in multiple colors and then hand-annotates the 
typewritten letter before sending it to Newman. Another batch of notes came to Newman written neatly on the backs of New Netherlands 
Coin Company coin envelopes. The amount of information being shared between them is most impressive. 

As professional and family obligations increased for Breen, the level of correspondence falls off, though his detailed 1968 listings of 
Massachusetts silver of the NE, Willow Tree, and Oak Tree types is notable. The correspondence during the 1970s diminishes to a trickle, 
but then resumes in the 1980s as Breen's work on what became his Complete Encyclopedia progressed. Draft pages are sent for Newman's 
review and Newman's congratulatory letter on its publication is included. 

The remainder of the letters are from the final years of Breen's life while he was in prison. They concern a number of non-numismatic 
topics, but also discuss various matters of ongoing work: the 1 794 book being compiled by Breen with Jack Collins, and Breen's assistance 
with Newman's work on the Clapp/Sheldon controversy at the ANS. A number of articles from various numismatic publications from the 
period of Breen's 1991 arrest through his death in 1993 are also included. 

The correspondence between Eric P. Newman and Walter H. Breen is most impressive during the 1950s, when Breen was at his 
sharpest and when both men were deeply engaged in similar research interests. Indeed, half of the letters present in these files date from 
that decade. They are fascinating not only from the perspective of numismatic research, but also for what they say about the men writing 
them. A unique opportunity.

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Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Kenneth Bressett 

15120 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Kenneth Bressett. 

Approximately 300 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Bressett and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1954-2013, as well as various other materials described 
below. Overall condition is generally fine. 

The letters between Eric P. Newman and Ken Bressett nicely 
demonstrate the level of friendly cooperation often seen in our 
field. Newman first wrote Bressett on Nov. 9, 1954, asking about 
a Vermont copper in Bressett's possession that Newman wished to 
photograph for a project he was working on. As it happened, Bressett 
was himself working on a Vermont project, leading the two to 
exchange information on their respective endeavors. The early letters 
mostly focus on the Vermont and Machin's Mills coinage, as well 
as the problems Newman had encountered in doing his own coin 
photography, with Bressett offering tips and answering questions. 
Newman wrote a number of important articles and monographs in 
the early to mid-1950s, including his Coinage for Colonial Virginia 
and his "Vermont Numismatic Enigma" article in the ANS Centennial 
volume, both of which are discussed. Bressett's work on Vermont 
coinage was to be a book-length work co-authored by Walter Breen 
and F.C.C. Boyd, a volume that never saw publication (though 
Bressett later published a very important article on Vermonts in 
Studies on Money in Early America, edited by Newman with Richard 
Doty). The correspondence features much discussion of the coppers 
of the Confederation era, including early drafts of Bressett's emission 
sequences for the Vermont dies and even an attempt to apply 
Sheldon's basal value system to the Vermont varieties. 

Later letters cover a variety of topics. Bressett reports on Aug. 
31, 1959, that "Dick Yeoman has asked me to go to work for him in 
Racine editing his books, etc. This will give me a chance to devote 
full time to numismatics, and perhaps I can really get back into the 
field and make some progress." The two men finally met in person at 
the 1961 ANA Convention in Atlanta, where they discussed the book 
project they had been working on: The Fantastic 1804 Dollar. (Most 
of the correspondence relating to that book project is not included 
in the present lot.) Other subjects covered include the marketing of 
the first edition of Early Paper Money of America ("I wanted your 
firm to make a nice profit on the book so why don't they try harder"), 
the difficulties of mass-marketing numismatic research ("For once, 
I wrote something that is not super-dull..."), and the results of the 
Garland v. Ryan arbitration ("No one has had the guts to publish it 
yet so far as we know"). 

The friendship between Ken Bressett and Eric P. Newman 
continued throughout Newman's life, and the present group of letters 
documents this friendship and the shared enthusiasm of both men 
for their various research interests. This enthusiasm never faded for 
Newman, as these letters demonstrate, and it continues for Bressett.

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Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Philip H. Chase 

15121 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Philip H. Chase. 

Approximately 105 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Chase and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1944-1966. Topics discussed include various aspects of coins 
and paper money, with a particular focus on Confederate currency 
and bonds. Chase (1888-1977) was the author of Confederate 
States of America Paper Money, 1861-1865: Basic Classification and 
Listing (1936), Confederate Treasury Notes: The Paper Money of 
the Confederate States of America, 1861-1865 (1947), and several 
price supplements and articles on CSA paper money topics. His 
correspondence with Newman almost immediately delved into 
highly specialized questions, with Newman noting as early as 1944 
that he already had "a beautiful collection of Confeds and am only 
missing about 7 of the State issues, some of which I do not think 
exist..." Once the two realized they were both MIT graduates, their 
bond was set for good, and their correspondence continued for 
over 20 years, with various trades taking place and with Newman 
frequently lending Chase various CSA notes for use in his research. 
There is much of interest to be found in these letters. For example, 
Chase writes on Feb. 13, 1946, that: 

"Within the past year I purchased a considerable number 
of Confederate notes from R.P. Thian's son, an elderly 
gentleman, who only recently brought out from storage 
thousands of Confederate notes gathered and sorted by 
his father many years ago. Also, I purchased from him a 
special album with complete note descriptions and with 
many varieties of notes that R.P. Thian had assembled. A 
large number of these notes he also sold to dealers such 
as the Bebee Stamp and Coin Company, Chicago, Illinois." 

A very interesting correspondence file with much to offer the 
specialist. Overall condition is generally fine.

Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Grover C. Criswell 

15122 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Grover C. Criswell. 

Approximately 240 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Criswell and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1957-1994, as well as various invoices for supplied ordered 
by Newman from Criswell. The correspondence focuses on paper 
money of the Confederate States of America, on which Criswell had 
published widely and which he had made his primary specialty 
as a dealer. Criswell (1834-1999) was the author of Confederate 
and Southern State Currency and Confederate and Southern State 
Bonds , first published in 1957 and 1961, respectively, with revised 
editions being published occasionally thereafter. His North American 
Currency was first published in 1965, with a second edition following 
in 1969, and he was the original publisher of the Bank Note Reporter. 
An active participant in the hobby, he served as ANA President for 
the 1977-1979 term. His interest in paper money extended beyond 
the Civil War, and he and Newman frequently traded thoughts on 
other issues of paper money. Perhaps half of the content in this lot 
concerns the supplies Criswell traded in professionally and which 
Newman used for some of his collections, but the other half is of 
considerable interest to the paper money specialist. Most materials 
are fine or nearly so.

Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
John J. Ford, Jr. 

15123 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with John J. Ford, Jr. 

Approximately 660 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Ford and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 
1949-1966, as well as various additional printed items. Materials are 
generally well-preserved. 

The correspondence between Eric P. Newman and John J. Ford, Jr. 
begins with various research queries, with Wayte Raymond bringing 
the two together as Ford studies the InimicaTyrannis America pieces. 
On the surface, the two men might seem a perfect match. They each 
possessed a seemingly boundless energy and curiosity for early 
American numismatics. They were both unusually intelligent and 
gifted with the ability to bring together disparate pieces of information 
to solve mysteries that had resisted solution for generations. They had 
no interest in the more popular areas of the hobby. But as much as 
they had in common, there were serious differences between the two 
that went well beyond quirks of personality or the fact that Newman 
was uninvolved with commercial numismatics while Ford was a 
dealer. Newman was judicious and cautious in both his words and 
actions; Ford was brash and impulsive, with a tendency to be erratic. 
Newman was fiercely determined to live an ethical and principled 
life; Ford had a more "devil may care" attitude. It was hard to 
dislike Ford, though—he was charming, funny, and charismatic—and 
Newman considered him a friend for nearly two decades, as their 
letters make apparent. 

Their letters from the 1950s share similarities with the 
correspondence between Newman and other Colonial specialists of 
the day, including Bob Vlack, Ken Bressett, and Walter Breen. It is 
difficult for us today to comprehend just how ignored Colonial coins 
were at this time. Having this common passion that was shared by 
so few others helps explain how this varied group of people could 
sustain one another's interest and talent. The early Newman-Ford 
letters relate information on their various research projects, negotiate 
trades, and discuss events and people in the hobby. The death of 
Wayte Raymond in September 1956 came as a blow (if not a surprise) 
to both men, as well as to their friend F.C.C. Boyd, who would himself 
die two years later. Newman's discomfort with some aspects of the 
Ford's handling of the Raymond Estate would be amplified in the case 
of the Boyd Estate. 

Boyd and Newman had a close collecting relationship that often 
resembled a partnership, with one allowing the other to acquire an 
item that both wanted on the understanding that they would be 
granted right of first refusal in the event that the item was no longer 
wanted or the other party died. Newman felt that his agreements with 
Boyd should have been met by the Estate, and it became increasingly 
clear that Ford was selling many of Boyd's coins to others and keeping 
some pieces for himself. In addition, Ford was using the valuations 
given by Boyd in the decades-old "Col." Green inventory as a basis 
for paying Boyd's widow, Helen. Newman made strong efforts to 
remain friends with Ford during this period, but their relationship 
suffered and Newman clearly felt he had to exercise increased 
caution with Ford. Toward the end of the period covered in this lot, 
the correspondence has a resigned and occasionally caustic tone. On 
May 16, 1966, Ford wrote to Newman that "as much as you annoy 
me, I still consider you one of the best in the business, if not the 
best, and to me, there is nothing more important than a crackerjack 
numismatist!" Newman responded a few days later: "You were nice 
to say that you still respect my numismatic work even though you 
state that I annoy you. Did it ever occur to you that you might annoy 
some people too? If we were all perfect it would be dull." The present 
lot of correspondence from the files of Eric P. Newman is never dull.

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Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Harley L. Freeman 

15124 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Harley L. Freeman. 

Over 300 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from 
Freeman and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 1943-1973, 
as well as various additional printed items. Materials are generally 
well-preserved. 

An important archive of letters for those interested in Colonial 
and Continental paper money. Newman learned about Freeman and 
his impressive collection of early American paper money, almost 
certainly the finest existing at the time, and wrote him in 1943 asking 
about duplicates. Freeman wrote a lengthy response beginning: 

"You asked for this so you will have to yell quits when you 
have had enough, but when you get me started on Colonial 
and Continental Currency, you have my weak spot, and 
unfortunately there are so few sincere collectors of this 
series at the present time that I welcome each newcomer 
with open arms." 

In Newman, Freeman found a kindred spirit, one who was certainly 
sincere in his collecting. The two would correspond regularly for 
the next two decades, frequently negotiating trades of duplicates, 
but also discussing minute points about the paper money they both 
cherished and the collectors of the past who had paved their way. 
Eventually, Newman and Freeman agreed that Newman would 
purchase Freeman's collection, which would be described as follows 
on the bill of sale: 

"One collection of American Colonial and Continental 
Currency, consisting of approximately 2500 bills, together 
with numerous photostatic copies of bills in various 
museum and private collections. Together with manuscript 
records compiled by myself, several books, pamphlets, 
magazine articles, brochures, catalogues and other material 
pertaining to this subject and to the above collection." 

On Jan. 7, 1964, Newman wrote to Freeman enclosing a check 
completing the purchase of Freeman's collection at the agreed- 
upon price of $32,500. Adding Freeman's enormous holdings to his 
own impressive collection catapulted Newman's collection of early 
American paper money to world-class status. But Newman felt that 
rather than being time to relax, it was time to get to work: 

"I have enjoyed checking over this collection during the 
course of my determination to buy it and have learned 
a great deal from your well documented background 
notations. The detailed work which you did on the Georgia 
pieces is not going to be forgotten and some day I hope 
that can be published. There is so much that needs to be 
published in this field that it is a definite challenge to me." 

Freeman didn't cease his activities, either, but shifted gears a 
bit, publishing Florida Obsolete Notes and Scrip in 1967. He died 
in 1976. Newman, of course, used his newly enriched collection to 
form the basis of Early Paper Money of America, also first published in 
1967. (What Newman had in duplicate after the Freeman acquisition 
he sold to Dick Picker almost immediately.) The Freeman inventory is 
also being offered in this sale. The Freeman-Newman correspondence 
is a treasure trove of information that makes wonderful reading.

Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
George and Melvin Fuld 

15125 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with George and Melvin 

Fuld. Over 400 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman 
from the Fulds and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 
1952-2010, as well as some printed emails. Materials are generally 
well-preserved. 

The father-son team of George and Melvin Fuld burst upon the 
numismatic scene in the early 1950s, taking over responsibility for 
writing the "Token Collector's Page" for The Numismatist with the 
January 1951 issue. A year later, Melvin (d. 1987) reached out to 
Eric P. Newman as a fellow collector of tokens and other arcana, 
and they quickly bonded. That George was currently a student 
at MIT provided another connection between them, and they 
corresponded regularly throughout the 1950s and early 1960s. The 
Fulds were beginning their work on the Civil War tokens, and these 
pieces became a regular topic of discussion between Newman and 
them. (After the mid-1950s, the correspondence is almost entirely 
between Newman and George Fuld.) Increased workloads on both 
parties caused the pace of correspondence to slacken in the later 
1960s, but Newman remained in touch with George Fuld until Fuld's 
death in October 2013. Their correspondence touches on a number 
of different numismatic subjects, from tokens to paper money and 
from Colonials to books—essentially, everything besides U.S. federal 
coinage—and spans nearly sixty years, making it a fascinating 
repository of information on some of the lesser-traveled byways of 
American numismatics.

Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Paul Garland 

15126 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Paul Garland. 

Approximately 190 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Garland and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1966-1990, as well as various other original and photocopied 
material, mostly relating to Garland's role in the controversy 
surrounding the $20 USAOG pieces allegedly discovered by Paul 
Franklin. Much of the correspondence present in this lot was written 
by Newman to others, with Garland copied as it was relevant to the 
PNG arbitration panel which had been convened to examine the 
coin he questioned. Materials are generally well-preserved. 

The story of the $20 USAOG controversy is told elsewhere in this 
sale. Garland played a key role in bringing to the numismatic public's 
attention the problematic nature of the coin he found questionable. 
Eric P. Newman was brought in as an expert third party to study the 
piece, and presented his findings at a meeting of the arbitration panel 
held at the 1966 ANA convention. In a letter dated Aug. 22, 1966, 
Garland writes of his admiration of Newman's work: 

"Dear Friend Eric: I am still in a daze at the manner in which 
you destroyed the opposition in Chicago. I can only imagine 
the number of hours & days of work you did in research on 
the subject. Only the master could have accomplished so 
much in the time allotted you to present our case. I shall 
ever remain in your debt for the numismatic education I 
received." 

The Garland vs. Ryan case remained in the forefront of 
Newman's concern for quite some time, despite the frustrations 
he felt at the PNG panel's verdict (which he called "inaccurate 
and ridiculous") and the impossibility of locating and interviewing 
those he felt had key information about the questioned coins. In a 
Dec. 6, 1967 letter to Ronnie Carr, Newman writes, "The 'vanishing 
American' is not the American Indian. It is anyone involved in the 
discovery of new varieties of Pioneer Gold." While much of the 
later communication here present concerns other, less significant, 
topics, this is an important batch of correspondence concerning this 
numismatic controversy.

Joseph R. Lasser

Over 300 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from 
Lasser and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 1972-2011, 
as well as various other original and photocopied material including 
catalogues of Lasser's collections, drafts of articles he had written, 
and many photocopied bank notes often annotated by him. Materials 
are generally well-preserved. 

The friendship enjoyed by Eric P. Newman and Joseph R. 
Lasser spanned almost 40 years, but never strayed very far from 
their shared true love of early American paper money. Their early 
correspondence often centers on trades—both trading examples of 
Colonial and Continental currency and trading information about 
them. Lasser was particularly interested in researching the signatures 
found on Continental notes, eventually publishing an article on the 
subject in the May-June 1976 issue of Paper Money. Counterfeits 
were another fruitful area of discussion for the pair, who collected 
examples of contemporary counterfeit Colonial and Continental 
currency seemingly with the same alacrity as the genuine specimens. 
Drafts of various research projects of Lasser's are included in these 
files, including works on the February 1 7, 1 776, issues of Continental 
currency and on the cob coinage of Cartagena. Several articles or 
publications regarding Lasser's donation of his collection to Colonial 
Williamsburg are also present. The inventories here present make 
clear the extent of Lasser's collections, which included exceptional 
Colombian gold and silver, trade coinage, siege coinage, rose nobles, 
French and Dutch coinage, all in addition to his extensive early 
American paper money collection. An important archive.

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Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Richard Picker 

15128 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Richard Picker. Over 
1250 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from 
Picker and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 1954-1983, 
as well as various other original and photocopied material including 
many invoices (more often recording pieces sent to Newman for his 
opinion than records of sale). Materials are generally well-preserved. 

Eric P. Newman first wrote to Richard (Dick) Picker on Nov. 9, 
1954, after learning that Picker owned an unlisted Vermont copper 
reverse. The two quickly bonded over mutual interests, and their 
voluminous correspondence over nearly three decades bears this out. 
If there was one topic in particular that brought the two together, it 
was their shared determination to root out fakes of early American 
coins. As a dealer, a large amount of coins passed through Picker's 
hands, and as Newman's reputation for being an expert authenticator 
grew, Picker began sending many questionable pieces to Newman 
for his opinion. 

This lot is also important for its coverage of research in Colonial 
coins, including the Confederation-era state coppers, during the 
period of the late 1950s and early 1960s, which is when Eric P. 
Newman was most focused on these. New discoveries are reported, 
photographs requested, books recommended. Trades and the 
occasional outright purchase are made, though as always the former 
are more common than the latter. The robbery suffered by Picker at 
the 1971 ANA convention is discussed at some length, with some 
comments about his subsequent lawsuit against the ANA, and a file 
of material relating to the ANA's decision to refuse him a table at the 
1975 ANA convention. All in all, this is a fascinating group of letters 
and one of the highlights of the Newman Archives.

Eric P. Newman Correspondence Files: 
Wayte Raymond 

15129 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence with Wayte Raymond. 

Over 100 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman from 
Raymond and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 1945- 
1956, as well as correspondence after Raymond's death with Olga 
Raymond, his widow. Materials are generally well-preserved. 

Though Eric P. Newman published his first article on a 
numismatic topic in a 1941 Missouri Historical Society publication, 
he credited Wayte Raymond with providing him a platform from 
which to reach a national audience. On Oct. 12, 1948, Newman 
wrote to Raymond: 

"I wish to advise you that I have taken pictures of all of the 
die varieties in Mr. Boyd's collection, my own collection, 
and a few other collections, and am now in a position to 
publish a die variety check list with descriptions. There 
will be about 50 photographs, natural size, which will 
be necessary in connection with the publication of these 
die varieties. The text will be reasonably short and the 
description of each die variety will be just a few lines. I 
am ready to proceed with the completion of this work at 
any time, and would appreciate if you would let me know 
if you want to use it in the Coin Collectors' Journal and 
devote one issue to it. If so, please advise me as to the exact 
size the plates have to be, so that I can prepare the prints 
for photoengraving. If you find this type of publication 
too expensive for your Journal, do not hesitate to let me 
know and I will give you other items of interest. I do wish, 
however, to do a nice job on the Fugios wherever it is 
published." 

"Varieties of the Fugio Cent" would appear in the January- 
February 1949 issue of the Coin Collector's Journal and go on to be 
reprinted, combined with his work on the 1 776 Continental Currency 
coinage, in the reformatted Coin Collector's Journal in 1952. Newman 
would publish several other articles with Raymond, and provide him 
with photographs and revisions to his various catalogues. The two 
discussed everything from ANA politics (Raymond: "The politics and 
general upheavals in the ANA leave me very cold, as I find that most 
of the men prominent in an organization of this kind are seldom 
buyers of the material that they claim to be interested in") to the 
upcoming sale in Cairo of the King Farouk collection (Newman: "I 
imagine that you are going to be right and I am going to be wrong as 
to the prices in Cairo. Apparently there are so many people going that 
... the prices will be very substantial"). The later correspondence with 
Olga Raymond mostly concerns efforts to continue the publications 
established by the great coin dealer. A most important lot.

Over 300 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. Newman 
from Scott and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, 1953- 
1967, as well as various photocopies and printed items. Occasional 
correspondence from or to other parties, of relevance to the Scott- 
Newman correspondence, is also included. Materials are generally 
well-preserved. 

Kenneth Scott (1900-1993) was a professor of history, teaching 
at Wagner College and City University of New York during the years 
in which he corresponded with Eric P. Newman. Between 1952 and 
1960, he published several book-length works on counterfeiting 
during the Colonial and Confederation periods, as well as a number 
of articles on the subject. Three of his books, on counterfeiting in 
Colonial New York, Connecticut, and Pennsylvania, were published 
by the American Numismatic Society. 

Scott's correspondence with Eric P. Newman is remarkable not 
only for its focus, but because of the fact that he was an academic 
conducting serious research on a numismatic topic from outside 
of the hobby. Neither a collector nor a dealer, Scott was purely a 
researcher, which had an appeal to Newman—as much of a collector 
as he was, Newman was always somewhat uncomfortable with the 
commercial side of numismatics. The correspondence here present 
is densely packed with information, and provides many avenues for 
further study.

Raymond H. Williamson

Williamson. Over 300 pages, consisting of original letters to Eric P. 
Newman from Williamson and carbon copies of Newman's letters in 
return, 1952-1997, as well as various other original and photocopied 
material including typescript drafts of article by Williamson. Materials 
are generally well-preserved. 

Raymond H. Williamson (1907-1997) had an engineering 
background and an interest in early American coinage in common 
with Eric P. Newman, with whom he began to correspond in 1952, 
directing his first letter (on the possible role played by Paul Revere 
in engraving dies for early American coins) to Newman through the 
offices of the Coin Collector's Journal. Williamson's correspondence 
is dense with information, often passing along to Newman lengthy 
excerpts from his reading in various primary documents, published 
papers and diaries of persons of interest. He was also quick to send 
Newman drafts of articles on which he was working: "The Franklin 
Press Token of 1 794" was one; "The 'Why' of American Paper Money" 
was another. Newman shared galley proofs of Coinage for Colonial 
Virginia and The Fantastic 1804 Dollar with Williamson. On August 
28, 1962, Newman wrote to Williamson that: 

"God has saved me. A few days before the release of our 
book, the 1804 Dollar presented to the King of Siam is 
announced. I stopped the release of the book and insisted 
on a complete rewrite which has now been finished. The 
presses actually broke down and that is why the book was 
not printed. The presses knew more about numismatics 
than I did. The type is being reset this week and the book 
will be out in about one month." 

Unlike much of Newman's correspondence, the letters 
with Williamson very infrequently mention trading or any such 
negotiating of collectible coins or currency. The focus is on research. 
While Colonial specialists may be familiar with Williamson from his 
occasional contributions to the Colonial Newsletter ; the depth of his 
knowledge and the devotion he had to panning for numismatic gold 
in the often-dry papers of states and persons of the late 18th and 
early 19th centuries demonstrate that he should be remembered as 
a numismatic scholar of the first rank, something Eric P. Newman 
clearly considered to be the case.

Given the extent 
of Newman's activities in this area, and his involvement with hobby 
organizations as they attempted to fend off increasingly deceptive 
modern fakes, this part of the Newman Archives makes for especially 
interesting and instructive reading.

Over 60 correspondents 
are included. Please note that this lot consists of materials on 
Colonial and Confederation-era coins, tokens, and medals, but does 
not generally include paper money (listed in this sale as a separate 
segment of the Newman Archives). It does, however, include some 
correspondence on Fugio coppers, as they have generally received 
more attention from Colonial collectors than from collectors of U.S. 
federal coins. Most materials are well-preserved. 

Given that Colonial coinage is one of the areas with which Eric 
P. Newman was most associated, it should come as no surprise that 
this lot includes a large number of highly interesting letters and other 
documents. Much of the best material in this part of the Newman 
Archives is from the 1950s, when Newman's interest in Colonial 
and Confederation coinage was arguably at its peak, and when the 
relatively small number of specialists in that area seemed to intensify 
the quality of the work being done (and the enthusiasm generated). 
Some of the individual correspondence files included here are 
extensive: Bob Vlack's is well over 200 pages long. While Newman's 
interest in this area never faded, his increasing focus on paper money 
in the 1960s took him gradually out of the center of some of these 
discussions, though his considerable expertise meant that his opinion 
never could be ignored.

Paper Money 

15135 Newman, Eric P. Correspondence on Paper Money. A remarkable archive of five boxes of material, primarily consisting of original 
letters to Eric P. Newman from various collectors, students, and dealers involved with paper money (particularly early American paper money 
of the Colonial and Confederation periods) and carbon copies of Newman's letters in return, as well as copies of other associated items. 
Approximately 200 correspondents are included. Most materials are well-preserved. 

Given the size of this section of the Newman Archives, only a cursory overview can be given of some of the highlights. The Eric P. 
Newman correspondence on the subject of early American paper money reaches back before the Second World War. His correspondence with 
D.C. Wismer, for instance, begins in 1936. On August 12, 1939, Wismer closed a letter by noting that he was "sending a list of my Original 
Collection of Missouri notes Sold [to] the late E.H.R. Green," something Newman apparently followed up on. Newman's correspondence with 
John Muscalus begins in 1938, the year the first of Muscalus's numerous publications was printed. It spans 1938-1974 in 86 pages (with 64 
pages before 1950). Newman's correspondence with another of the earlier 20th-century researchers, William H. Dillistin, begins in 1949 and 
runs for 44 pages through Dillistin's death in 1964. Newman began writing Julian Blanchard in 1948, connecting with him through Blanchard's 
activities with the Essay-Proof Society. Newman's correspondence with Blanchard is highly interesting and often downright scholarly, though it 
is not without its more amusing bits (on why he preferred to have a friend represent him at auctions instead of a dealer, Newman writes, "Frankly, 
I do not like to use the professionals because some of them do not have the kind of morals I approve of"). 

Correspondence between Eric P. Newman and a later generation of paper money scholars includes substantial material from Fred Marckhoff 
(over 180 pages, plus an additional 90 pages of correspondence and an inventory relating to Newman's purchase of Marckhoff's collection after 
his untimely death in 1966). These letters are often very detailed and informative. There are several files of Richard T. Hoober correspondence 
(1957-1975), totaling over 400 pages, including one specifically on the Wismer Catalogue Revision Project, and another devoted to material 
from the Fred R. Marckhoff collection sold to Hoober by Newman. The Marckhoff and Hoober files together paint a vivid picture of collecting 
Obsolete bank notes before there were standard references for most states. 

The paper money segment of the Newman Archives includes thousands of pages of correspondence, some of it casual and chatty, but 
much of it deeply informative and even dense. It awaits a devoted caretaker, but promises much to reward the explorer.

One box of material, primarily consisting of original letters 
to Eric P. Newman from various collectors and dealers, with carbon 
copies of Newman's letters in return, as well as various associated 
items. Thirty-six correspondents are included. Most materials are 
well-preserved. 

Given that Eric P. Newman was best known for his work in 
the field of early American coins and paper money, it comes as no 
surprise that his correspondence on U.S. federal issues is more limited 
in scope. But given that Newman also was coauthor of the definitive 
work on the 1804 dollar and was among the premier experts on 
authentication, his correspondence reflects this. The topics of the 
correspondence vary considerably depending on the correspondent. 
Technical discussions of matters pertaining to coining operations 
in the early U.S. Mint are common, as are provenance queries. 
Newman applauds Mint Director Eva Adams's ability to work with 
numismatists while doing her job well ("the pleasant way in which 
you alternately threw barbs at some numismatists and then kissed 
them was a masterpiece of sincerity and tact") as well as J. Hewitt 
Judd's man cave ("I was very impressed, as you well understand, 
by the fantastic Basement Coin Castle and also by the fantastic 
completeness of your library"). He gives his opinions when asked 
for them and diplomatically keeps them to himself when not. Files 
of particular interest here include the Jack Collins correspondence 
(which centers on the 1794 dollar research Collins was conducting 
as well as the fate of their mutual friend Walter Breen), the William 
H. Sheldon file (recording a rare time when their paths crossed), and 
the file about the Louisiana Purchase Sesquicentennial Celebration 
(an ultimately vetoed effort, with which Newman was involved, to 
pass a bill authorizing a 50 cent commemorative issue recognizing 
the 150th anniversary of the Louisiana Purchase).

15143 Newman, Eric P. Archives on the Controversies Relating to the United States Assay Office of Gold $20 Pieces and Other 
Western Gold of Questioned Authenticity. Four boxes of correspondence, reports, photographs, laboratory analyses, original and 
photocopied publications, clippings, drafts, inventories, appraisals, sale catalogues, memorabilia, and other assorted items, all relating to 
the long-running controversies surrounding the authenticity of various Western gold coins, ingots, and other objects. Thousands of pages 
are present. Materials are generally well-organized and well-preserved. 

The story of the USAOG controversy is familiar to many. Briefly, it begins in the late 1950s, when Paul Franklin claimed to discover 
a hoard of 1853 USAOG pieces, many of which were subsequently marketed by John J. Ford, Jr., of the New Netherlands Coin Company. 
A PNG arbitration panel was convened at the 1966 ANA Convention when Paul Garland alleged that a $20 proof USAOG piece he had 
purchased from Tom Ryan, and which came from this hoard, was fake. Eric P. Newman prepared a report on the matter to present to the 
panel, in which he presented his argument that the hoard pieces were modern counterfeits. The following year, Ford presented his defense 
of the pieces. The PNG panel eventually rendered a decision that while they were unable to determine the authenticity of the piece, they 
did believe it not to be a proof, thereby rendering a verdict in Garland's favor while avoiding involvement in the larger question at hand. 
Sadly, the controversy pitted many of the biggest names in U.S. numismatics against one another, and it was the final nail in the coffin for 
Newman's relationship with Ford. That the arbitration panel's decision was truly satisfactory to none of the parties involved did much to 
make the bitterness stirred up by it linger. The controversy spilled into the arguments for and against the acquisition by the United States 
of the Filly collection, which was held by some to include a number of questionable items, and has since broadened to the entire field of 
Western bars and ingots. 

As lengthy as it may seem, the following description provides only a brief overview of the contents of this archive. Materials from 
the 1960s and earlier include: correspondence (1966-1968), documentation, and photographs related to the PNG arbitration of Garland 
v. Ryan , regarding the authenticity of an 1853 U.S. Assay Office of Gold $20 gold piece (correspondents include Eva Adams, John J. Ford, 
Jr., Herbert Bergen, Ted Buttrey, Ronnie Carr, Paul Garland, Charles Hoskins, Arthur Kagin, Paul Kagin, Fester Merkin, the Museum of Fine 
Arts, John J. Pittman, Margo Russell, Tom Ryan, Max M. Schwartz, Arthur Sipe, Don Taxay, Douglas Weaver, and Feo Young), including 
the reports submitted by Newman, Ford, and Walter Breen; personal memoranda and correspondence, 1964-1967, related to scientific 
analysis of the 1853 USAOG $20 gold pieces; and correspondence, 1968-1970, related to Newman's attempt to secure inventories of the 
J.K. Filly accession delivered into the Smithsonian (correspondents include Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, James Bradley, Paul Rawley, Hillis 
Howie, Grover Criswell, Henry Christensen, and others). 

Other materials include: Ford's 1973 appraisal of the Henry Clifford collection, and a composite appraisal of the collection by both 
Ford and Abe Kosoff; correspondence between Eric P. Newman and Buttrey, discussing controversial Western gold pieces; correspondence 
related to Eric P. Newman's theory that pioneer gold coining equipment made its way from the San Francisco Mint (following the 1906 
earthquake) into the hands of Nagy, where it may have been used for restrikes; Newman's clip file on Nagy, including correspondence, 
references to Nagy-sourced pieces, requests to the Philadelphia Police Department for information on Nagy, and personal memoranda; 
correspondence with Buttrey, 1973-1983, related to false Mexican gold bars (supporting material includes personal memoranda and 
correspondence with other individuals including Dana Finett, Miguel Munoz, Fester Merkin, Bruce Smith, Margaret Thompson, Neil 
Harris, Charles Hoskins, Douglas Ball, Ray Byrne and Ed Reiter); correspondence with John J. Ford, Jr., Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, Ronnie 
Carr, Fester Merken, Herbert Bergen, Paul Franklin, covering various topics including the Stephen K. Nagy estate; efforts to identify "F. Korff" 
(a reputed source of gold bars), and Newman's comparison of "F. Korff" and Paul Franklin-sourced correspondence; and correspondence 
and drafts (1973-1977) related to theTubac ingot article by Theodore Buttrey (correspondents include Virgil Hancock, Neil Harris, Faurence 
Rosenthal (counsel for John J. Ford, Jr.), and Theodore V. Buttrey. 

Eater materials include: a copy of Walter Breen's report on 18th-century Mexican gold ingots, accompanied by cover letter from 
Craig N. Smith to Newman (Breen's well-known letter to Stanley Apfelbaum of April 9, 1981, reporting status on his investigation and 
his fears regarding it, is also included); correspondence with a number of individual on various aspects of western private gold, including 
Ken Bressett, Q. David Bowers, John Dannreuther, and Michael Hodder; drafts of various articles and talks by Buttrey; the findings of the 
ANA Authentication Bureau with respect to the 1853 $20 USAOG piece; a 1998 letter from Kleeberg to Buttrey, summarizing Clifford's 
correspondence in the New Netherlands archives at the ANS; much material on the "Great Debate" between Buttrey and Hodder, and its 
publication by the ANS, including correspondence from Peter Gasparto Buttrey (1999) and Gaspar's notes taken at the Ford presentation at 
the 1999 ANA convention; a draft of Hodder's article for the American Journal of Numismatics, and various materials and correspondence 
relating to it; materials related to litigation following the publication of Buttrey's article on western gold bars in the American Journal of 
Numismatics; and much else. 

This is an extraordinary archive comprising an enormous amount of information on what is likely the most important controversy in 
the history of American numismatics. A unique opportunity. Estimate $10,000. 
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An Unparalleled Portrait of Copper Collecting 

15144 Bernard Edison (1928-2018). He served as the company president of Edison Brothers Stores, the chain of women's shoe stores 
established in 1922 by the five Edison brothers of the preceding generation (though, keeping with family practice, he started out with the 
company as a shoe salesman). He and Evelyn (Edison) Newman, wife of Eric P. Newman, were first cousins. Bernard shared Eric's interest 
in coins, and eventually focused on forming a magnificent collection of United States half cents, occasionally in partnership with Eric, that 
became known as the Missouri Cabinet. Valuing his privacy, Bernard decided to collect under an assumed name. As he explained in an August 
6, 1992, letter to Walter Breen, 

"Robert Tettenhorst is an invention. The origin is straightforward (in a convoluted sort of way). When I first became active in buying 
coins by mail, I was advised by security consultants not to use my own name, in order to avoid having burglars, etc. invade my home. 

My secretary, Rose Tettenhorst, offered to open the post office box in her name. And, for mail purposes, I shortened it to R. Tettenhorst 
to avoid questions at the counter when signing for registered packages. At the time, I had no intention of actually meeting any of the 
people with whom I corresponded. However, as I became more interested and more involved, RT took on an increasing appearance 
of reality." 

The alias, frequently shortened to "Tett," became the name under which he was known to most of the numismatic world. 

Tett's personal correspondence constitutes a remarkable portrait of serious coin collecting in the second half of the 20th century and the 
beginnings of the next. As a record of the world of early copper, it is unparalleled. It is at times highly informative, and at other times amusing. 
His kindness, warmth, and humor are almost always on display, and his peacemaking personality comes through as he attempts to play diplomat 
between the Cohen and Breen camps in the Half Cent War. He took amusement in the fact that he had become famous in the coin collecting 
world, while most people continued to be ignorant of his actual name. 

The Tettenhorst Archives 

Tettenhorst, Robert (pseud. Bernard Edison). Numismatic Archives of Bernard Edison, a.k.a. R. Tettenhorst. Ten boxes of correspondence, 
invoices and purchase records, research papers, photographs, and other material primarily related to Edison's numismatic activities (conducted 
under the name of R. Tettenhorst), but also touching on various other topics. 1952-2014. Edison donated his numismatic archives to the Eric P. 
Newman Numismatic Education Society (EPNNES). Notable sections of the archives include the following (page numbering is approximate):

Research Papers: 

Highlights include Tett's research files on: proof half cents, primarily containing correspondence with Rick Coleman (174 pages); the 1853 
$20 United States Assay Office of Gold controversy of the mid-1960s, and including Tett's copy of John J. Ford, Jr.'s report to the Professional 
Numismatists Guild Arbitration Panel (130 pages); the Dr. Edwards copy of the 1 796 half cent, mostly drawn from Tett's research conducted 
while writing an article on the subject for Penny-Wise in 1988, including correspondence, provenance records, and working drafts (200 pages); 
the 1854 copper-nickel pattern half cent, on which he published an article in 1990 in Penny-Wise (279 pages); the Alexandre Vattemare 
collection housed in the Bibliotheque Nationale (76 pages); a U.S. half cent struck over an Immunis Columbia copper recorded by Burdette G. 
Johnson around 1919 (12 pages); as well as drafts of articles and presentations by Tett on U.S. half cents and related topics (200 pages). 

Collection Inventories, Photographs, and Invoices 

Records include Tett's Coin Journal (60 pages) and hundreds of accompanying receipts and invoices for coins purchased; photo files including 
photographs of the Tettenhorst half cent collection taken in 1982; hundreds of additional photographs, many of them full-color enlargements, 
of half cents; notes regarding the purchase of coins from the collections of Harold Bareford, the Norweb family, and others (200 pages); later 
purchase records (23 pages), plus provenance notes (81 pages) spreadsheets and inventories (360 pages). 

Notes, Annotated Catalogues, and Correspondence Regarding Major Copper Sales and Collections: 

An extensive part of the archive, with major collections including: the Roger Cohen sales, with provenance notes, correspondence, summaries, 
notes on grading and comparison of pieces with those already in the Missouri Cabinet, editing suggestions, and much more (nearly 1000 
pages); the Norweb Family collection, including Bill Weber's notes on their half cents (205 pages); earlier half cent collections including those 
of George French, Howard Newcomb, Col. E.H.R. Green, Carl Wurzbach, and Virgil Brand, with inventories (89 pages); the Philip Showers half 
cent collection, selections from which were acquired by Tett in 1976 (116 pages); the second Garrett sale in March 1980, with lot viewing notes 
(30 pages); the 1996 Louis Eliasberg sale (Bowers & Merena), including lot viewing notes and invoices (27 pages); and the Floyd Starr collection 
(June 1984), with annotated catalogue drafts (71 pages). The archive also includes modern photographic plates of all of the coins in the 1963 
Stack's sale of the Brobston collection, as well as surveys of collections and information on coins shown in various EAC Half Cent Happenings 
(110 pages). Several boxes of coin envelopes are present, drawn from a number of important collections. A file of perhaps 75 pages is devoted 
to the ANS/Sheldon large cent controversy and legal proceedings. Finally, there are hundreds of pages devoted to various sales of duplicates 
from Tett's collection. 

Notes Concerning the Cohen and Breen Books on Half Cents: 

Tett cooperated with both Roger Cohen and Walter Breen in the development and production of their half cents books, diplomatically declining 
to take part in what often seemed a partisan conflict between the two and their allies. Items present relating to the second edition of the Cohen 
book include: a draft of Cohen's Table of Equivalents; a letter from Cohen concerning Jules Reiver's and his visit to St. Louis to photograph Tett's 
coins for the book; a list dated December 1981 of the owners of the plate coins for the book; provenance information; and drafts of the new 
sections of the book (27 pages). Items present relating to the Breen book include: a detailed list of the coins provided by Tett to Breen for study; 
notes on a phone conversation with Jack Collins to arrange photography of some of Tett's coins; Tett's detailed handwritten errata and addenda 
to a draft of the book; his order of four copies and for the planned deluxe edition that never came to fruition (and for which he was refunded); 
various advertisements; a copy of John Wright's review of the book in Penny-Wise; a negative review of the book published in Cal Wilson's 
Repository in 1984 by Bill Weber; and Breen's response in the following issue (35 pages). 

Please note that page counts are estimates and may include printed materials as well as handwritten or typewritten matter. Generally speaking, 
both sides of correspondence are present, with Edison's being copies and the correspondent's being oriinals. 

The Partrick correspondence includes a letter addressing "Mr. Grove" and signed "Tett," acknowledging with a wink these two major aliases of 
the American coin scene. Tett's letters to Walter Breen, written while Breen was dying in prison, are truly touching, and his generosity is evident 
throughout his letters. While the correspondence adds immeasurably to numismatic history, it perhaps says the most about the individuals 
involved in the hobby. The sale of these archives provides a unique opportunity.

There was considerable competition in the field, so almanacs had to 
be useful and provide correct information for their readers, making 
their content all the more important to us today. The coin charts and 
other numismatic information to be found within provide us with an 
accurate snapshot of economic conditions at a particular time and 
place. The Eric P. Newman collections of early American almanacs, 
offered in this and the following lot, are unusually large and wide- 
ranging. Included in this lot are various notes and photocopies made 
by Newman for his researches into these publications.

One of the true landmarks in American numismatic literature. 
The whereabouts of about a dozen sets of the first six volumes of 
The Numismatist are currently known. Originally, George Heath 
titled his little publication The American Numismatist , but after the 
first issue the name was shortened to The Numismatist , perhaps to 
avoid conflict with C.E. Leal's The American Numismatist , which had 
appeared two years before. Print runs of the first two volumes were 
small; as early as 1893, Heath no longer could supply certain issues. 
David Sklow has traced as many as two dozen sets through various 
public offerings, but the whereabouts of only 11 can be ascertained. 
A number of the "unlocated" listings likely record the appearance 
of sets duplicated in the known census; and, sadly, a few sets have 
probably perished. Sklow aptly closes his article: "There is one great, 
overwhelming fact concerning the magazine: the first six volumes 
are the most highly sought pieces of American numismatic literature. 
A library lacking these informative volumes just seems to fall short 
of greatness." This has been recognized for some time. In an article 
appearing in the May, 1941 issue of The Numismatist , Editor Frank G. 
Duffield wrote: 

"It is with considerable interest that we see that a set of 
the first six volumes of The Numismatist (or American 
Numismatist , as Volume 1, No. 1, was styled) catalogued 
in Mr. Fisher's sale of May 3rd. While it is generally 
conceded that the information to be obtained from these 
early numbers is not significant, the collectors' love of 
completeness and desire to have rare items, make the sale 
of this series of our predecessor in the [fiftieth] anniversary 
year of the Association an item of note. It is seldom realized 
how few complete sets of The Numismatist are available." 

The portrait of P. Napoleon Breton was also lacking from the 
Stack Family set and at least one other Volume VI seen, suggesting 
that it was not distributed with every copy. Several issues in Vols. 5 
and 6 signed by collector Fred W. Porter. Binding is very worn, with 
both boards detached and the spine covering mostly lacking. Vol. VII 
chipped, but first six volumes are rather well-preserved and have no 
problems beyond the moderate trimming. Very good.

Eric P. Newman's 
Heath Literary Awards 



Heath Literary Awards 
Presented to Eric P. Newman. The Heath Literary award is the most 
important literary award conferred by the American Numismatic 
Association. Established in 1949, it recognizes outstanding articles 
published during the previous 12 months in the ANA's magazine The 
Numismatist. Newman won the award a record 16 times. Present 
here are the following medals: (in silver) 1959, 1964, and 1966 First 
Place awards, and 1965 and 1979 Second Place awards; (in bronze) 
1956 Third Place award, two 1957-dated awards (one in the older 
style and one in the newer style), 1967 Fourth Place award, 1975 
Second Place award, an undated award that must be from 1980, and 
a 1984 award in the wooden box in which it was presented. 

The Heath Literary Award has not always been consistent 
either in the number of awards bestowed or the metals in which 
particular medals were struck. Some awards were dated in the 
year of presentation, which others bear the year of the article being 
recognized; to further confuse matters, a few are undated. A total 
of 12 Heath Literary Awards are here present, including three of 
Newman's four First Place awards. This lot is a unique testament 
to the importance of Newman's contributions over the years in the 
pages of The Numismatist as well as being a tribute to the esteem in 
which he was held.

as the first overview of American numismatic publications. Mayers 
wrote, "At the time of the adoption of the Federal Constitution, 
Washington, Franklin, Jefferson, Hamilton, Rob't Morris, and other 
of our Revolutionary heroes, took a deep interest in the affairs of the 
national coinage, and ... a resume of these and other propositions 
was given in a small pamphlet published in 1789, entitled 'Monies, 
Coins, Weights, and Measures proposed for the United States, &c.'"

bids cannot be considered bona fide offers to buy, and will not be 
executed." Burnie was well-known, and many prominent dealers 
and collectors sent deposits and bids. The resulting influx of cash 
was used to purchase two cars, send Burnie's family on a vacation 
to Florida in one of them, and use the other to abscond across the 
Mexican border with (according to the Overton report) "a girl that 
was a dancing school instructor." The catalogue is extremely rare.

An important early American periodical that merited the 
contributions of luminaries such as Thomas Jefferson, whose 1790 
Report of the Secretary of State, on the Subject of Establishing a 
Uniformity in the Weights , Measures and Coins of the United States , is 
printed on pages 35-46 of the 1 790 volume. This is the foundational 
document behind United States coinage and is widely considered 
the most important document written by Jefferson as Secretary of 
State under Washington. Jefferson was an early proponent of the 
decimal system, stating that it would bring "the calculation of the 
principal affairs of life within the arithmetic of every man, who 
can multiply and divide plain numbers," though he was cautious 
against pressing Congress to adopt more than the decimal plan 
for coinage for the time being. The 1791 volume includes Thomas 
Paine's Thoughts on the Establishment of a Mint in the United States 
(pages 216-220), though a small piece of the upper margin of one of 
the leaves is missing, affecting three lines of type. Paine's article is 
highly interesting, not least for what it misjudges about the coinage.

An extraordinary volume. The Doughty work is not terribly well 
appreciated in our day, as it is generally regarded as little more than 
a compilation of existing research (most of it conducted by David 
Proskey)—which is true, but this particular copy of Doughty is the 
most exciting large cent book we have encountered in years. The 
commentary in the annotations is thorough and rigorous, as is all 
of Clapp's writing. He was not one to suffer fools gladly, and his 
comments on Doughty's work are not infrequently harsh, but this 
book has far more to offer than entertainment value. It would be 
important even if it hadn't a single inserted item—but it does, and the 
letters and other inserted notes are also substantive and important. 
The letters from Newcomb in particular show the level of cooperation 
between these two researchers and their mutually held trust and 
respect. The letters from Charles Clapp show quite clearly that his 
knowledge and observations have been underappreciated over the 
years, overshadowed as he was by his brother. This is a wonderful 
item and is one of the highlights of the Eric P. Newman library.

Detector that was ever published described the genuine note, the 
force of all publications that are devoted to money, being directed 
towards the spurious, altered and counterfeit." Dillistin (page 146) 
observes that Dye's groundbreaking work "appears to have had a 
rather brief existence" but that soon thereafter "J. Tyler Hodges ... 
undertook the publication of Hodges' New Bank Note Safe-Guard. 
The description of the notes and the style in which they are presented 
is identical with that of Dye's Delineator." Dillistin concludes Hodges 
pirated the Dye publication, but this is now held to be unlikely, given 
that Hodges's Safe-Guard was published for a number of years, 
apparently without any objection from Dye, and that the first edition 
of Hodges would seem to have been printed from the very same 
plates as Dye's Delineator —all of which suggests a legal transfer of 
ownership. Whatever its ultimate legacy, Dye's landmark 1855 work 
is very rare. The ANS Library does not have a copy, nor was it in 
the Fuld, Champa, or Bass libraries. This is the first copy offered in 
numismatic channels since the Ford copy sold in 2004. That copy, 
well-preserved though in a modern binding, brought $3500 hammer. 
This is a rare opportunity.

408 pages, on most of which have been 
neatly recorded in several inks Hall's sizable coin collection. Binding rubbed; generally near fine. 

An extraordinary volume, being Dr. Thomas Hall's original manuscript record of most of his famous collection. The ledger belonged to 
Burdette Johnson in 1946, at which time George H. Clapp wrote to Sydney Noe at the American Numismatic Society suggesting that Johnson 
might give the volume to the Society, but that, in the meantime, photostating it "may give you all that you need." The ANS had a microfilmed 
photostat produced as suggested, but Clapp hoped that Johnson would decide to donate the book, "so let us be very nice to Johnson." As it 
happened, Johnson died within a year of the microfilm being produced and the Hall inventory accompanied the rest of Johnson's library when 
it was acquired by Eric P. Newman. 

The ledger fell from collective numismatic memory until it was brought back to wider attention by Ned Barnsley, writing in the April 1984 
issue of the Colonial Newsletter. He wrote: 

"In September 1946, The American Numismatic Society borrowed a 408 page manuscript on Early American coins written by Thomas 
P. Hall, and a photographic copy of it was made on microfilm for use in the Society's library. No record was made of the original 
owner, and its present whereabouts cannot now be ascertained. This notebook contains accession records and all sorts of miscellanea 
numismatica concerning Hall's wide collection of Colonials, with one exception ... Connecticut Coppers are not even mentioned in 
this notebook, because he recorded all of them in another book containing 288 numbered pages." 

This tells us what the volume does not contain—the inventory of Connecticut coppers that would have been of greatest personal importance 
to Barnsley—but leaves us to discuss what it does include. The scope of the collection far surpasses what one might expect. The ledger is over 
400 pages long, and very few of those pages are blank. While an exhaustive overview is beyond the scope of an auction description, a glance 
through these pages shows us Washington medals—forty pages of them, followed by a carefully tabulated chart listing Baker's classification 
of the medals—followed by other presidential and political medals, Masonic medals, Centennial medals, school medals, Admiral Vernon 
medals, and so on. The medals continue through page 186 of the ledger, indicating the scope of his medallic holdings (which include yet 
more Washington material listed after the initial batch). Various tokens and Colonial series follow, with tables listing Hard Times Tokens by Low 
number, and Massachusetts, Virginia, and Vermont coppers arranged according to Crosby. The New Jersey series is arranged by Maris number, 
with pages following listing New York and Nova Constellatio pieces, Fugio coppers, William Wood's coinage, the Voce Populi coppers, Talbot, 
Allum & Lee tokens, Castorland jetons, Chalmers pieces, Continental Currency issues, Maryland silver, Immune/lmmunis Columbia pieces, and 
Sommer Islands coinage. The Massachusetts silver follows. 

An important section sees Hall discussing the Fugio pieces in detail. He here gives a more detailed description of what he terms the 
"Fugio Patterns" before starting in earnest on what he terms his "Fugios Original Classification," an apparently unpublished attribution and 
classification system for the Fugio coppers of Hall's own devising. This section is followed by more Massachusetts silver, then by a substantial 
number of listings given over to U.S. patterns. Then, and only then, do the regular U.S. series begin. The large cents are thoroughly described, 
with many provenances recorded. (This ledger has at times been referred to elsewhere as Hall's "Colonial Encyclopedia," but this is misleading.) 
The U.S. issues are only described through the dimes, after which Hall returns to the Colonials, including copying out by hand his October 1903 
article in the American Journal of Numismatics concerning "A New Rosa Americana Two-Pence," which he signs. Various notes to be integrated 
into earlier parts of the ledger follow. 

It is important to note that Hall treated this as a living document. A quick perusal demonstrates that he revisited entries, adding information 
to them as he found it, so that it is not at all uncommon for entries to be written in multiple inks. Hall even recorded every time he retrieved 
various coin trays from his cabinets for inspection. This was a volume that was continually used and updated, revised and amended, by Hall, as 
he studied and enjoyed his collection. It is a pleasure to spend time with and of exceptional importance to American numismatic history. One 
of the real gems of the Eric P. Newman library. Estimate $15,000.

An extraordinary record of this magnificent collection of 
Connecticut coppers running to 356 coins including duplicates. The 
consignment is split into two parts: coins numbered 1700 to 1931 + 
4 additional listings valued at $766.00; and coins numbered 1932 
to 2051 listed at $975.75, for a total price of $1 741.75. If Colonial 
coins were not as well appreciated in the 1930s as they are today, it 
is certainly true that state coppers were afforded even less respect— 
and of the state coppers, those of Connecticut were perhaps the least 
coveted. Uncirculated examples are usually priced here between 
$10 and $20, and a circulated copper has to be of exceptional rarity 
to reach the lofty heights of a double-digit price. It was a different 
world. 

Dr. Thomas Hall (1841-1909) was the foremost scholar of 
his time on the Connecticut copper coinage, and his research has 
shaped the scope and terms of the field to this day. While his full 
manuscript on the Connecticut coppers remains unpublished (two 
copies are extant, one in the Connecticut State Library), his work 
on the 1787 pieces was printed and privately distributed to a small 
number of contemporaries for their comments and revisions. This 
1892 work, A Descriptive List of the Coppers Issued by Authority for 
the State of Connecticut, for the Year 1787, remains one of the rarest 
published works on any aspect of American coinage. Coppers whose 
provenance are traced back to his collection are highly valued today, 
making this inventory of his collection particularly desirable.

Dr. Hall's large cents were purchased by Virgil Brand after Hall's 
death in 1909, along with the rest of his collection. The present 
inventory is a clean copy of the typewritten inventory prepared when 
the coins were consigned by Armin Brand to B.G. Johnson. Unlike 
the above, very similar, inventory of Hall's Connecticut coppers, this 
inventory does not list all of Hall's large cent collection. It begins 
by listing seven 1 793 large cents, three of them Crosby 11 -J Wreath 
cents (S-1 la, 11b and 11 c), and four of them Liberty Cap cents (S-12, 
13, 14, and 16); not one Chain cent or earlier Wreath cent variety 
is listed. Examining the Hall Inventory offered above, one sees that 
he owned examples of every 1 793 variety known at the time except 
for the Crosby 14-K / S-15. To take one notable example, the finest 
known Crosby 2-C (Sheldon NC-1), now at the ANS, was in the Hall 
collection and was sold by Johnson from the Brand Estate to Clapp: 
but it is not listed here. The simplest explanation is that the present 
inventory was compiled to account for cents remaining in Johnson's 
possession after some others had been sold and previously accounted 
for. Regardless, it is not a complete inventory—though even a partial 
inventory of the Hall collection is important.

Eric P. Newman has referred to Hart's work as "the first 
publication devoted specifically and exclusively to early American 
paper money." Its pioneering status was recognized by early paper 
money specialist Henry Phillips, who wrote in his 1865 Historical 
Sketches of the Paper Currency of the American Colonies that "in 1851, 
there was published an account of the early American currencies: it 
is anonymous, and is known among the collectors as The St. Louis 
Pamphlet... It is of very great rarity, and at the sale of the library of 
the late John Allan [1864] was sold for sixteen dollars." The Historical 
Chart referred to in the title is actually a large fold-out lithographic 
plate depicting 15 examples of Colonial paper money. While the text 
is rare in itself, copies with the plate are extremely so. It was engraved 
by E. Robyn and printed by E. & C. Robyn, Lithographers & Engravers, 
44 N. 2nd. St., St. Louis. Its rarity is legendary. 

An example of Hart's work including the chart was not present 
in the Champa library sales The example at hand is only the third of 
which we are aware to be offered at auction in numismatic circles, 
the others being the copy sold in Frank and Laurese Katen's 1971 
sale of the Fuld library (later sold by George F. Kolbe in the June 5, 
1999, sale of Part II of the Harry W. Bass, Jr. library) and the copy sold 
by Kolbe in 2004 in Part I of the John J. Ford, Jr. library for $30,000 
hammer. The Hart pamphlet accompanied by the Historical Chart 
is truly one of the grand highlights in the panoply of American 
numismatic literature. Not listed in Attinelli. Clain-Stefanelli 13300. 
McKerchar 2077. Sigler 1122. Minor wrinkling to front cover near 
spine from accommodating the large folding chart. Pages a little 
toned. Very good. The chart itself is magnificent, vibrantly and boldly 
printed and as fresh in appearance as one could hope for.

Heath's Counterfeit Detectors: 

An Extraordinarily Successful Comedy of Errors 


h\f Eric R Newman 


Introduction 

A highlight in American numismatic literature is the 
myriad of editions of Laban Heath's counterfeit de¬ 
tectors, These books gained great popularity by the 
simple technique of complimenting the intelligence 
and ability of members of the public to recognize 
counterfeit paper money and by the appeal of spec¬ 
tacular illustrations, The series of editions from 1864 
through 1889 carried a transition of te*t and a develop¬ 
ment of pictorial content by a masterful huckster and 
a skilled political maneuverer He was the first per¬ 
son to promote a numismatic book into a best seller 

Heath's patented and creative ideas enabled him to 
obtain permission to use many illustrations from offi¬ 
cial sources. His political influence was so strong he 
had private bank note companies and the United 
States Treasury's Printing Bureau (later the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing) doing work for his personal 
benefit and also at least 53 members of the U S. Con¬ 
gress recommending his publications. Heath was al¬ 
most deprived of a source for currency illustrations 
by the interpretation of an 1869 law passed to stop 
freeloaders from using the government's engraving 
and printing facilities. He was almost bankrupted by 
sabotage arising In the Treasury Department because 
of the dismissal of the Chief of the U,5, Treasury Print¬ 
ing Bureau. 


Heath's two sizes of editions were bound in a rain¬ 
bow of beautiful colors. They are replete with errors 
and confusion so that many mistakes continued un- 
comected year after year To study the intricacies of 
a numismatic book which must have sold about 
lOCMXM) copies in various editions compares in fasci¬ 
nation to the study of the paper money the book 
describes. 

Predecessors of Heath 

The first presently known evidence of Heath being 
connected with counterfeit detection came from The 
United Stales Bank Note Detector at Sight , the ON if Infal- 
liable System Detecting Counterfeit & Altered Bank BiHs 
as taught by A. S, Gear Thai pamphlet was compiled 
and published in 1860 by J. W. Whittemore of Ash¬ 
land, Massachusetts, who, according to that pam¬ 
phlet was a teacher of counterfeit currency detection. 
It was copyrighted by Gear & Fiske in the U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court in New Hampshire in 1859. Qn some of 
those pamphlets there was pasted over the publisher's 
name at the bottom of the front of the yellow paper 
wrapper a matching paper label reading "Bortlandj 
Me. i For sale by Laban HeathfFor $1.00." Pasted over 
the ordering instructions in the center of the back of 
the yellow wrapper is another paper label reading 
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"Pmotns desirous of obtaining this work can do SOI by 
enduring one do! lar by mall to'L ABAN HEATJ { r Port¬ 
land, Me." 1 

The Whittemore panphLel was pocket size and 25 
Rapes long. It contained a preface followed by 9 num¬ 
bered rules explaining the -engraving and printing 
process used! in the preparation of state bank notes. 
There are 16 crude wood cuts comparing genuine and 
counterfeit portions of bank notes- It states thal there 
is «\n "exhorbitant amount of spurious money now in 
circulation " It contains explanations and representa¬ 
tions of the manner in ivhich bills ere engraved and 
altered. It is critical of the of fectiveness of Thotnpson*s 
Note Rentier (N.Y. 1842 et seq.) wh ich was indi¬ 
cated to be the only available source which the pub¬ 
lic has for counterfeit boll information. There are 16 
testimonials dated from fcbrxiary I6 r 1859 onward 
written by New Hampshire and Massac husetls b^nk 
officials and other money handlers. It contains nine 
ext rads from the New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
press. 

It is obvious that Heath adopted many of his con¬ 
cepts and expressions for his subsequent publications 
fnpm the WhfttemoTe publication. Its use of the words 
"Infallible'' and "At Sight" are re Incorporated in 
Heath's fu ture titles. The description of the methods 
of preparation of bank notes was revised and used 
by Heath. The 9 rules set oul by Whitlemore were re¬ 
worked and expanded into 11 rules when Heath be¬ 
gan. The headings for the first 4 rules In both Whilte- 
more and the subsequent work by Heath are 
bracketed as "inimitable'' in Whittemore and as "can¬ 
not be successfully imitated" in Heath. The pattern 
of testimonials was followed by Heath as well as the 
use of favorable excerpts from the press. 

Just as ideas for the structure of Heaths publications 
on counterfeit detection came horn IVhittemcire, those 
of Whiltemore, in turn, had followed many elements 
from prior publications, such as H.C. Foote's Univer¬ 
sal Counterfeit and Altered Bank Note Detector at Sight 
(New York 1348 et seq.) ivhich contained similar rules 
described as "infallible when imitated." Waterman 
Ormsby's graphic engraving art publication in 1852 
was more for banks than for public usage and was 
very complex in its explanatory detail. Wheeler M. 
Giliet had written The Infallible EnrrJc Note Expositor and 
Detector (Ohio, 1854) which included instructions and 
rules, logically complaining that merely listing the ex¬ 
istence erf counterfeit notes was insufficient. George 
M. Peyton wrote How to Detect Counterfeit Bank Notes, 
or an (thud rated Treatise on the Detect km of Counterfeit, 
Altered, and Spurious Bank Notes (N.Y. 1356) with 45 
pages erf texl and 4 steel plate impressions of vignettes, 
designs, counters, and lettering prepared by the firm 
qf Rawdon VVrigbl Hatch and Edson with copious ex¬ 
planation of the detection of counterfeits. 1 An 1861 


edition of IVytun expanded it into a 54-page third edi- 
lion with SIXTI3 THOUSAND on the title page. Har¬ 
vey Gridley Easton taught counterfeit detection as a 
course in Eastman's Commercial Colleges with the use 
of h is Easfruun's Trmti&on Counterfeit Altered and Spu¬ 
rious Btaife iVofcs with Unerring Rules far the Detection 
of Frauds in the Same (St- l-ouis 135® and 1859) and had 
his data expanded by Edwin ]. Wilber and E, P. East¬ 
man in 1865 with 4 thick paper currency plates, 3 of 
which contain genuine designs, counters, lettering 
and panels prepared by the New York bank Note 
Company and 1 of which contains both genuine and 
counterfeit designs, counters, and lettering by W, L, 
Ormsby. There were many other bank note publica¬ 
tions which devoted portions of their content to 
counterfeit detection. 

Thus in June 1864 when Heath published his first 
counterfeit detector, it seemed that he had produced 
nothing unusual and had extensive competition, He 
had made a successful effort to obtain 8 impressions 
from combination plates of state bank note vignettes, 
designs, counters, and lettering from the American 
Bank Note Company, But events lud almost made his 
project obsolete. The War between the Stales had 
forced the Union m introduce Demand Notes, United 
States Notes, and: National Currency (National Bank 
Notes). The issue of fraclional or postage currency had 
also commenced and some already had been coun¬ 
terfeited, a fact ivhich Heath mentioned in his first 
edition. 

Heath's Introduction pointed out that the new Na¬ 
tional Currency would probably take the place erf all 
other issues except Uniled Elates Notes. He politely 
states that "greenbacks" are rarely counterfeited or al¬ 
tered. He states that the new National Currency is 
supposed by some to be secure against counterfeit¬ 
ing so that no care will be required. Then he firmly 
states ‘'such , however, is not the case." He points out 
that a counterfeit of a United Slates Note can be 
passed in any geographical area and that if a count¬ 
erfeit note erf one Nal tonal Bank Is discovered and 
publicized, all the counterfeiter needs to do is to 
change the name of the bank by altering a word or 
two on the counterfeit plate and thus create a count¬ 
erfeit on another national bank. He skillfully used an 
effective fear technique- 

None erf the issues of Heath's first edition had an 
illustration of any portion of any federally-sponsored 
paper money and it wasn't until two years lateT (1866) 
that federal designs were first included. At least his 
illustrations of slate bank note designs were prepared 
by the skilled artisans of the American Bank Note 
Company ivhich was participating in the preparation 
of the ft!deraily-sppnsored paper money-

In his second edition Introduc¬ 
tion. that he sold 25,000 copies of bis first edition may- 
have been somewhat of a puff since SEVENTEENTH 
THOUSAND was the highest printed number on the 
title page of the first edition. Thai would make any 


exaggeration a modest one. It is possible, however, 
that there could Have been vary lit tie exaggeration as 
SEVENTEENTH THOUSAND fa common variety) 
could have been used for a much longer run, as 
changing the book production count on i he dtle page 
was neglected from lime to time in prior runs (see Vh- 
riclv Table). 

That ihe book sales of his first edition were so out¬ 
standingly successful is a tribute to Heath's astuteness 
in convincing ihe public (hat it was an opportunity 
they couldni refuse. He satisfied a few bank officer? 
and the press that his detector book was useful, hav¬ 
ing those officer-, sign recommendations which he ad¬ 
ded to the book, and by so doing convinced money 
handler? that bis publication was essential to their 
welfare. His formula was set . Then the problem was 
hyw lo promote il and sell it extensively. 

Federal Permission 

Illustrations of federally-sponsored paper money 
would naturally have been a major problem to obtain 
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for a counlerfeit deleetion Ixxik. Publishing a 
standard-size prim of genuine federal paper money 
would run be permitied because the book might be 
purchased tor the purpose of removing and passing 
the paper money impression. Publishing a vignette 
or any other portion from federally-sponsored paper 
money, as Heath had already done with state bank 
notes, might not be dangerous, but would require fed¬ 
eral approval. 

On April 4, 1866 Laban Heath wrote lo Hugh 
McCulloch, Secretary of the Treasury requesting per¬ 
mission to have the Treasury and the bank nole com- 
panies under contract to the Treasury furnish prints 
from "the different dies and devices used on the 
Greenbacks and National Currency, together with Ihe 
prints of portraits, vignettes, titles, etc. r emptied in 
making the paper money issued by the U.5. Govem- 
ment." The use o i thick plate paper was suggested. 
The request was referred to Spencer Morton Clark, 
chief of the Printing Bureau, First Division, of the 
Treasury Department who immediately objected and 
said it would aid counterfeiters. Heath replied on 
April 13,1866 that J 'a counterfeiter would prefer a nice 
new Bank Note in preference to my book as on the 
note he would get all the work together while in my 
book it would be in separate parts," A small portion 
of each note is all Heath wanted- The Continental 
Bank Note Company also objected in a July 14, 1866 
letter to the Treasury- 1 

On September 1 1866 McCulloch wrote Heath ap- 
proving the idea. This letter was so important to 
Heath that he had a large copy of most of ii engraved 
for the Bank i ng House editions and a small copy of 
most of it engraved for the Bncket editions, and in¬ 
serting it printed on tissue, in the beginning of many 
ed itions of his books. McCulloch, who was very help¬ 
ful to Heath, promptly asked Heath to designate 
which cuts (impressions) Heath desired and the num¬ 
ber of each. McCulloch also wrote that the bank note 
companies would print them at Heath's expense. On 
September 4, 1066 McCulloch authorized the Con¬ 
tinental Bank Note Company to print such designs, 
but no designs of an entire note, and to mutiliate them 
slightly. Heath promptly ordered 20,01X1 prints from 
the right vignette on Ihe face erf the $$ National Cur¬ 
rency Note, live right-half of the back of Ihe same note, 
the vignette on the face utf theSSOQ National Currency 
Nole, and the left-half of the back of that same note. 
He added an order for fractional currency imprints 
which was approved January 1$, 1667 He also 
provided that for the Banking House size Clark was 
authorized lo muliliat? the head of Hamilton and the 
50 counter without spoiling them and lo Leave the 
fractional i~uj. v unmutiliated. On May 2, 1067 
Heath ordered 4jO0A prints from the captured count¬ 
erfeit $100 First National Bank of Boston plates for his 
Banking House book. 


On May 6, 18671 lugti McCulloch authorized Clark 
to make for I loath another 2(MX10 prints £ red uced to 
12,000 on May 15,1867) from the same plates. On May 
10.. 1867 Heath telegraphed Clark to engrave on the 
margin of the $100 plate the designation of "Plate 12."' 
making it the only captured counterfeit plate to be 
identified by an engraved plate number, except the 
fractional currency plate as a whole. Healh then sent 
the plate paper lo the Treasury Department to print 
the impressions cm and had the $100 note printing 
take precedence over ihe fractional currency priming. 
Heath, on June 7 f 1867, said the demand for the Bank¬ 
ing House edition exceeds expectations as the 400 cop¬ 
ies received are "a mere morsel" lo supply 20 or 30 
agents. He needed 3000 to 4000 more at that lime. By 
June 20, 1867 Clark shipped 5CK1 frontispieces, 1000 
of the counterfeit S100 National Bank notes, and 3000 
fractional currency prints for the Banking House 
edition. 

Political Influence 

Heath's ability Co obtain permission from so many 
parlies was remarkable, tie had to obtain permission 
from the L’ ruled States Treasury Depart menl to have 
reproductions made of portions of currenl United 
Stales Notes, of portions of National Bank Notes, of 
full faces of United States Fractional Currency, and 
of full impressions from each captured counterfeit 
plate. He had to See that the American Bank Note 
Company, the National Bank Note Company and the 
Continental Bank Note Company could be sufficiently 
urged to Cooperate as I hose institutions produced and 
htid possession of many of the plates from which they 
printed currency under govern men! contract. 

Heath needed the cooperation of the Priming Bu¬ 
reau of the Treasury and of i he Secret Service for his 
undertaking. His project was to deter counterfeiting 
and passing counterfeit currency by educating the 
public on detection. A meritorious cause of that type 
might have been enough lo secure (he help of others 
to reach his goal even i hough a personal profit from 
its success was sought. 

IblitLcal influence, however, would speed the un¬ 
dertaking and give Heath more assurance that it 
would not bog down or be blocked after it had com¬ 
menced. The politician on whom Heath's success de¬ 
pended seems lo have been Nehem iah George Ord- 
way. In the Banking House editions of Heath's books, 
Ordway's name leads (he parade of many important 
political figures recommending Heath's books. Ord- 
way was presented with a special copy of Heaths .sec¬ 
ond Banking House edtlion with Ordway's name 
stamped in gold lettering on an elaborate cover. Ord- 
way cooperated with Heath for over 10 ware on de¬ 
tector matters. 
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A few details- d Ordwa/s life and reputation art 
indicative pf his power and character. He was born 
November 10 r 1828 in Warner, Merrimack County, 
New Hampshire, the same county in which Heath 
was born and raised. Ordway was elected sergeant- 
al-arms tor the New Hampshire legislature in 1855 
and soon became sheriff of Merrimack County. He 
was chosen to be chairman of the Republican State 
Committee for the presidential campaign of i860 
which through Lincoln's victory gave him national po¬ 
litical status. He was com missioned in 1861 as a colo¬ 
nel by the US. Army to recruit troops. In 1863 he was 
selected as Sergeant-at-Arms of the US, House of 
Representatives and held that prominent post for 12 
yeans, lie supervised construction projects for the 
government while so serving and also dealt in real 
estate privately at the same time. It was during his 
tenure as SergeanbabArms that he and Heath wen* 
working together. 

Ordway engaged in New Hampshire politics after 
1875 and then received an appointment from Presi¬ 
dent Rutherford B. Hayes in 1880 to become gover¬ 
nor of the Dakota Territory. As such, he was one of 
those responsible for founding Bismarck, the present 
capital of North Dakota, which he felt would assist 
him to become United States Senator from North 
Dakota when its statehood was granted. A master of 
the use of patronage, he was also accused of graft of 
various kinds and was described as "an excellent ex¬ 
ample of the cynical post-OvD War politicians ivho 
brought the political morality of the country to such 
a low level." He died in 1907. * 

El is not surprising that Heath and Ordway could 
be politically and financially intertwined as to the 
Heath publications. 

Treasury Department Printing 

A specially engraved frontispiece for the second 
Banking House and Counting Room edition was a 
masterpiece of flattery for Ihe ll.S. Treasury officials 
whose Cooperation was needed to prepare Heaths 
publications. This 1866 engraving featured seven por¬ 
traits surrounding an American eagle and an Ameri¬ 
can fli^g with a view of the U S. Treasury building be¬ 
low. The top portrait was George Washington and the 
two next below were the Union Civil War heroes. 
General Ulysses S- Grant and General William T. 
Sherman. On Ihe third level were statesman Stephen 
A. Douglas (died 1861) and Secretary of the Treasury 
Hugh McCulloch. The bottom pair were Spencer M. 
Clark, Chief of the Printing Bureau of the Treasury, 
and a profile of Francis E, Spinner r Treasurer of Ihe 
United States- The Treasury officials were thus placed 
in rather exalted companionship on this engraving. 

Heath wrote Clark on February 1L 1B67 for 500 en¬ 


gravings of "your likeness' 1 for use in the detectors, 
but apparently Clark ignored this proposal because 
his picture on the frontispiece and on the fractional 
currency illustration was enough. At Heath's expense 
the frontispiece was engraved by Treasury engravers 
and was printed by the same dry process used for 
fractional currency by the Printing Bureau of the 
Treasury: Clark, in an April 4, 1867 letter to Heath, 
assured him that "in the present stale of the art it am 
be thus done nowhere else in the worldClark ex¬ 
plained that the dry process gives a dearer, sharper 
and more uniform impression than wet printir\g and 
always resulted in the same size print. In the wet 
printing process he explains t hat there is no certainty 
that currency will have the same dimensions as other 
currency printed at the same time from the same plate 
because wetting and dtying causes alternate expand¬ 
ing and shrinking—that in National Currency two 
notes from the same plate might vary as much as one- 
half inch in length. Clark hoped that the dry print¬ 
ing process could be applied to all government cur¬ 
rency so that the public could also judge genuineness 
by size as was done with respect to coins. This atti¬ 
tude was not appealing to the bank note companies 
which then used the wet process for the work they 
did for the government. 

The Treasury Department invoiced Heath ZVj cents 
for each dry process print of the frontispiece after 
Heath had paid S63.97 for preparing an ll^ Jr by 7W* 
plate. 

When the government used plates to print impres¬ 
sions of currency or parts of currency for Heath's pub¬ 
lications, printing was not done from original, plates. 
The designs or partial designs were duplicated onto 
new plates by the roller transfer process. In this way. 
damage to the original plates by wear or handling was 
avoided. Evidence of this procedure can be drawn 
from an invoice dated April i 1867 in which Heath 
was charged for the Pocket edition the sum of $37.23 
by the Printing Bureau of the Treasury for preparing 
a 5 subject fractional currency steel transfer pLate, size 
9" by 1(L including hardening and cleaning the 50- 
cent counterfeit plate used in making the transfer. 
There wa$ a charge of only $27.80 for a similar plate, 
9" by 11%" for the Banking House edition because 
the hardened counterfeit plate had already been pre¬ 
pared for transfer. The printing from the fractional 
currency plates cost Heath 1 cent each for the Docket 
edition and 1cents for the Banking House edition. 

The use of the word 'plate- may haw several differ¬ 
ent meanings in describing a part of a book or a piece 
of equipment used in the printing process. It may 
mean the original metal or wood plate cut directly 
with engraving tools. It may mean the result of a 
tra nsfer by the roller transfer process from one steel 
plate to another steel plate. It may mean a master

vignette decoration, counter lettering or other en¬ 
graved element to be combined by roller transfer to 
form a larger steel plat# or to form a partially com¬ 
pleted combination steel plate which will be com¬ 
pleted by hand engraving or cutting. It may mean I he 
completed combi nal ion steel plate. As a printed item, 
it is also the printing on paper from any of the fore¬ 
going and is. usually on a better quality paper than 
the book in which it is customarily inserted. 

Heath's Patents 

Laban I feaih received a United States patent *66,337 
on July 2, 1867 for inventing a means to mutilate a 
transfer plate made from a genuine currency plate so 
that impressions made from the mutilated plate could 
be compared with circulating, currency for detection 
of counterfeits. 1 His method did not affect lbe origi¬ 
nal genuine plate which could be retained in its un¬ 
blemished form. Only the transfer plate would he mu¬ 
tilated by engraving a series of lines across a part of 
it. The lines shown in his patent draw ings formed a 
pie-shaped area which covered Only a small part of 
the design. The portion which rcmlned unmutilialed 
was sufficient for comparison purposes. In the event 
a vignette coukd be partially cut away the same pur¬ 
pose would be served without a mutilation.. In each 
situation the danger of an improper use was ade¬ 
quately avoided The mutilation invention was first 
used in Heath rfelectors in 1866 when the second 
rbeket edition and ihe second Banking House edition 
appeared. 

When the patent was issued. Heath featured non 
the covers of his books until 1877, The date of the 
granting of the patent was improperly imprinted as 
July l2 r 1867, instead of July 2, 1867* on must of the 


covers of his books through early carelessness. 

When cnunlerfeiL plates were used to print impress- 
skmsv no mutilation was necessary. In the case of gen¬ 
uine fractional currency, only the faces were printed 
and they were lefi unblemished. 

Heath had earlier obtained a magnifying glass' 
telescope patent #34542 on May 8 . 1866 ,. which lie ad¬ 
vertised and illustrated extensively in hts detectors for 
examining mmney. On November 30 , tS 77 he re¬ 
ceived patent * 198,542 for a magnifying glass stand 
which enabled better lens adjustment for examining 
currency He also advertised and illustrated these 
products In the later editions of his detector^ 

In Heath's advertising circular for the second rocket 
edition of his detector he also features hts Combina¬ 
tion Micro Telescopic Glass as being patented on Mav 
18. 1866. Heath madvertentlv added 10 days lo that 
dale, establishing a precedent for the very same ]B- 
day error which he made continuously with respect 
to his currency mutilation patent date. 

No First Banking House Edition 

There seems to bo no doubt that Heath did not pub¬ 
lish a first edition of his Ili^Hhe "Banking House 
bind Counting Room Edition," which was similar to 
his second edition of that size. There has not been 
located any Blinking House edition copyrighted prior 
in 3866 . or without any dale. Heath lumself construed 
his Pocket Edition to be his first edition for both his 
i^xrket si/e and his Banking House size publications. 
As to historical background, he states on page A of 
ihe Introduction of all of his second Bucket size edi¬ 
tions and second Banking House sice editions, "con- 
frequently, ip June 1864 I published the first edition

of }iealh's Counterfeit Detector/ This was not specific 
as to size, but in the third (wpyr^hleol in 18(70) and 
fourth (flipyrighied in 1873) Banking House size edi¬ 
tions he clarifies the matter in their Introductions as 
follows: 

I then issued my first edition of Government 
work, known as the ' Pocket Edition" of Heath's 
Infallible Counterfeit Detector it Sight- - . 

Finding the public as well pleased with the 
Rxket Edition, and desirous of obtaining all the 
information that could be furnished with the fa¬ 
cilities at my command, I issued the "Banking 
and Counting House Edition,* containing about 
fifty of ihe most beautiful Government devices, 
including "vignettes;' "dies/ etc. 

It is clear that if he had issued a first edition of the 
Bank i ng House size he would have mentioned it and 
not mentioned only the find edition of the Pocket size. 

Deliberate Misquotation 

There is a deliberate misquotation in both the sec¬ 
ond Banking House edition and the second Pocket 
edition. Each has its own separate introduction which 
is followed by what purports to be Ihe text of in¬ 
troduction to (the) First Edition/ but the original con¬ 
tent of that text was changed for Heath's convenience. 
All varieties of the f irst Ibcket edition have 11 sections 
Listed in the Introduction, but when the "Introduc¬ 
tion to First Edition'" is included in the second Pocket 
edition, the number of sections listed in that Introduc¬ 
tion is increased from 11 to 12, most sections being 
renumbered and 2 being renamed. 

The second Banking House edition had no first edi¬ 
tion of its size or character and thus was riding on 
the coattails of the first Ibdxt edition for prestige pur¬ 
poses. The second Banking House edition lists 11 sec¬ 
tions in its 'Introduction to the First Edition/ 2 of 
which have different names from those in the first 
Racket edition, 7 pf which are renumbered, 2 an? omit¬ 
ted, and 2 newly named sections are added. The 
restated "Introduction to (the) First Edition'" refers to 
the book as a "standard" guide, an expression which 
the original first edition did not ever use. En addition 
to those changes, the last paragraph before the List of 
sections was omitted in each second edition when 
reprinting the "Introduction to (the) First Edition/ 
There are other minor changes also. 

A passible reason for this deception was that there 
was no table of contents in either the second Bank¬ 
ing House edition or the second Pocket edition and 
that the so-called " Introduction lo (the) First Edition" 
could be made to serve such a purpose The elimina¬ 
tion in the reslatemenl of one paragraph from the first 
fticket edition wording actually saved one printed 
page and thus was an economic shortcut. Perhaps the 


publisher thought that anyone buying the second edi¬ 
tion of either size would never know the exact con* 
tent of (he 'Introduction lo (Ihe) First Edition/ and 
that a few changes in carrying it forward were harm¬ 
less and would be better promo! ion for the sale of the 
book. Heath wanted lo emphasize that it was a sec¬ 
ond edition, but tried to "improve" the first edition 
Introduction nunc pm rune. 

Vive La Difference 

To make matters difficult for the bibliographer. 
Heath's second Banking House edition differed exten¬ 
sively from his second Pocket edition. This was 
primarily because the former contained only designs 
from federal currency and in the latter there was a 
combination of designs from state bank notes as well 
as federal currency. This was also true of the third edi¬ 
tion of each sire. 

Apparently Heath had purchased a large quantity 
of impressions of slate bank note designs from the 
American Bank Note Company and determined to 
overprint new plate numbers on some of them. Even 
though he continued to use some state bank note de¬ 
signs in his second and third Pocket editions, this 
does not explain his having the plate numbers on 
some of the state bank note design plates modified 
directly on the plate or having new plates made with¬ 
out a plate number and adding the changed plate 
number to them. The other possibility is that he had 
so many pages of printed text on hand from the fire* 
l\K:ket edition that he had to tie the plates into that 
text if he wanted to use up some of those pages in 
his second edition. To solve this problem by Logic at 
this time seems illogical. 

Naturally the Banking House editions priced at $5 
and the Racket editions originally priced at SI .50, ris¬ 
ing lo 54 and settling back to $3v were prepared for 
a different customer. Thus the comparison of the same 
edition of the Banking House size to the same edi¬ 
tion of the Pocket size serves Little purpose as there 
arc too many differences. An interesting example is 
the fact that the 50-cenl fractional currency counter¬ 
feit illustration in Banking House editions is always 
below the genuine 50-eent piece, while in the Pocket 
edition the order is reversed. The text is therefore 
different in each size edition to explain this. Tire num¬ 
ber of impressions from captured counterfeit plates 
never exceeds 3 in the Pocket editions, while it runs 
to S in the Banking House editions. Some designs had 
one plate number engraved on them for the Banking 
House size and another plate number engraved on 
them for the FVxket size. Yet many of the same ideas 
are evident in the same edition of each size. The cop¬ 
yright dates of 1B66* 1BR), 1873 and 1877 were com¬ 
mon to both sizes. 
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However, the second Pocket edition and the second 
Hanking House edition each carried identical titles, 
namely HEATH'S GREATLY IMPROVED AND EN¬ 
LARGED INFALLIBLE GOVERNMENT COUNTER¬ 
FEIT DETECTOR AT SIGHT, In a circular lo adver¬ 
tise his second Pocket edition in advance of its 
publication. Heath, after mentioning that there were 
-organized! bands of counterfeiters/ stated that the ti¬ 
tle would be HEATH'S NEW GOVERNMENT 
COUNTERFEIT DETECTOR AT SIGHT. The word 
NEW was neve? actually used in his titles and the 
words GREATLY IMPROVED AND ENLARGED were 
substituted, instead, as well as the word INFALLIA- 
BLE being retained from the firs! Pocket edition. 
Heath apparently felt that, in his titles, the adjusted 
wording along with the first use of the word 
GOVERNMENT would have greater sales appeal. 

A Confusing Law 

Congress Customarily passed appropriation bills 
covering expenditure* for the different functions of 
the government. On March % lfltfJ the Fortieth Con¬ 
gress at Session III passed a long and detailed ap¬ 
propriation bill. Paragraph 6 of the l23?d chapter of 
that law road as follows: 

For necessary expenses in carrying into effect 
the several acts of Congress, authorizing loans 
and the issue of treasury notes, four hundred 
thousand dollars: Provided, That no work shall 
be done in the engraving and priming bureau 
for private parties. 

It is no wonder that most numismatic researchers 
were uninformed about this law heretofore.* 

The reason for the prohibition apparently had lit¬ 
tle to do with what I leath had ordered in the way of 
impressions from currency plates or parts of them. 
Those with political influence had been having mvc- 
littions to their parties engraved by the Bureau, as well 
as having their portraits engraved by Bureau artisls- 
Then the Bureau would be asked to make prints-. Ap¬ 
parently there was no attempt to pay the government 
for this unofficial work and as such it was an increas¬ 
ing abuse. The law was passed to insulate the Bureau 
from politicians and other influential people. 

This Law \s referred to by Heath on page 3 of The 
AmfJTOm Bond Dftrcforbul not in any of Heath's other 
books (except by a handwritten insert in one witty 
of the third Ibcket edition). Heath had always paid 
for all of the work he ordered from t he Bureau at I he 
rates requested, but being a "private" party he was 
trapped by a literal interpretation of the language. 

The Secretary of the Treasury naturally had to en¬ 
force compliance with the law. The law was intended 
to slop freeloaders but ww not worded that way The 
correspondence between Heath and the government 


indicates that an interpretation was obtained that the 
law was not intended to be enforced against those 
who repaid the government. Some felt the law had 
expired. It might be suggested from A humorous view¬ 
point that if the words "private parties-' were inter¬ 
preted as meaning private dinner parties instead of 
private individuals as parties that Heath would haw 
had a better appetite for I he 1869 law. 

In any event the renewal of printing by the Bureau 
for Heath recommenced after a .substantial delay. That 
did not prevent him from complaining that the law 
wrecked his business. 

DeJay and Shortage Problems 

Due to delays and shortages of counterfeit impres¬ 
sions, the third Banking House edition is an cam¬ 
ple of how Heath was forced to make some major 
changes. The book must have been sell log very well. 
The first state of that edition commences with 5 full- 
page prints of counterfeits as described in the List of 
illustrations and on page 35, even though the List of 
Illustrations has the last 2 counterfeits transposed. 
These 5 counterfeits are $UK1 First National Bank of 
Boston, Plate A; 520 Fourth National Bank of the City 
of New York, Plate A; $10 First National Bank of Phil¬ 
adelphia, Plate Bj March 10, 1862 $50 U.S. Note, first 
obligation, Plate C; and March 10, 1862 $10 U-S- Note, 
second obligation, Plate C. There was also the face 
of the counlerfeit 30 Cent fractional currency note 
which was on a plate With 4 other faces of genuine 
I hind series fractional currency notes. 

In the second state of the third edition an impres- 
sion of an incomplete counterfeit of a $20 First Na¬ 
tional Bank of the City of New York, Plate B, is sub¬ 
stituted for the $20 Fourth National Bank of the City 
of New Ybrk and an impression of an incomplete 
counterfeit of a $10 Merchants National Bank of 
Ch ieago, Plate C r is substituted for the $10 Philadel¬ 
phia Counterfeit. No change in the List of JI lustrations 
was necessary as both changes were for correspond¬ 
ing denominations of National Bank Notes, but the 
text on page 35 was in effect corrected by two pasted 
in notices of the captore of the new counterfeit plates 
by Ehe Secret Service. 

In the third stale of this edition an impression of 
a counterfeit March 10, 1862 $100 U-S- Ncvte r first obli¬ 
gation, Plato B, was substituted for the $5ft U.S. Note 
and an impression of a counterfeit March 1.0, 1863 $5 
U.S. Note, second obligation, Plate P, was substituted 
for the $10 U S. Note. The List of Illustrations was un¬ 
changed and therefore was in error as to the denomi¬ 
nations of the counterfeit U S. Notes. Pages 35 and 
36 of the text were properly corrected. 

By the fourth slate of the third edition the supply 
of $1011 Boston counterfeits was exhausted and its list 
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ing and designation as plate XU in the List of ULus- 
Srations was eliminated, leaving a numbering gap. 
AIsk) in that UsE plate XVI was property changed to 
a $100 denomination. Page 36 was corrected to elimi¬ 
nate plate XII hut contradicted the List of Illustrations 
and the order erf insertion in the book as IP the $5 and 
$100 U.S. Note Lounterfeits 

By ihe fifth state nf the third edition the supply of 
$10 Chicago impressions wa& exhausted and if was 
eliminated in the List of Illustrations and on page 35 
as pbte 14. However, the supply of $5 U.S. Note couiv 
lerfeifs 5 **rm failed and its omission as an insert 
caused an ink line lo be drawn through ils unnum¬ 
bered description in the Ust of Illustrations, 

By the sixth state of Ihe third edition there was to¬ 
tal confusion from lack of impiessionsj and pages 35 
and 36 were removed from the book entirely Leaving 
a paging gap. The List of Illustrations remained un¬ 
numbered after plate XIII. One counterfeit S10f> LL5. 
N'oto is included, but there may he variables in this 


state as I he supply of all counterfeits (not including 
Ihe fractional currency face) became exhausted. 

Further detail as to the third Banking House edi¬ 
tion is shown in Ihe Variety Table. 

Major Errors 

The comedy erf errors in Healh J s publications was 
ihe result of haste, delays, confusion, red iapt\ dis- 
appointing cooperation and some circumstances be¬ 
yond Heath s control, Most of the errors could also 
he attributed to the good fortune of enormous sales 
of his books. 

A generally unnoticed error that pervades virtually 
all trf the Banking E louse edition* and all of the Ftaeket 
editions after ihe middle of 1867 is the wrong patent 
dale {July 12. 1S67S stamped in gold leaf on the front 
covers of the books. The date w hen the patent on his 
partial mutilation of vignettes was granted was July 
2, 1067 which is seen on very few early Covers. There 
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were no patents jink'd on |uly 12, 1867 to Anyone. 

To make a bad spelling trror on a title page of a book 
is unusual but All Racket editions bearing the 1073 cop¬ 
yright date have BUBLISHED. 

A matapropism is encountered when PHECEED- 
INC is used to refer to plates which follow page 35 
of the third Racket edition, etc. 

There is a deluge of mlsnumberlng of plates and 
misdescription of plates and contradictions in that re¬ 
spect between different parts of the listing if a plate 
is omitted. Sometimes there is a gap in the number¬ 
ing of plates. Sometimes two different plates have the 
same number for two different correctly numbered 
plates. Sometimes the plate numbers are partially cor¬ 
rected by overprinting or by handwritten numbers. 
Sometimes, due to shortage of plates, some were 
omitted, It is a puzzlement why proof reading was 
so poor. 

One of the must amazing errors in Heath's pub! l- 
cations is the Inclusion of commentary on a non¬ 
existent S3 United States Note. Although such a $3 
note was authorized in 1862, none was ever completed 
for issuance. In instructions about detection of altered 
notes. Heath included in his books in an uninter¬ 
rupted period from 1864 until 1877 the following: 

In (he United States bills, or greenbacks, the 
ones, twoSr and threes have a ciitle of green 
lines radiating from the denomination. The cir¬ 
cle can be fou nd on no larger notes than threes, 
if genuine. This is an additional safeguard 
against altering United States notes. 1 

Such an explanation from an expert on the subject 
is "as phony as a three dollar bill,"' 4 
In the first Pocket edition there is a comic error on 
page 4 where Heath slates "Many ladies, u nder the 
tuition of the author, have become experts in detect¬ 
ing counterfeits’* Heath is silent as to the ability of 
men. Is that a "pul down" for women? 

The inclusion of his "Introduction to (the) First Edi¬ 
tion" in both the second Banking House edition and 
the second Pocket edition is not accurate in that he 
purposely changed the item he was quoting in a sub¬ 
stantial manner, as previously pointed out. 

The number of books he produced was put in print 
on the title page of the first Pttcket edition by desig¬ 
nating each THOUSAND, beginning with SECOND 
THOUSAND. This procedure became totally unrelia¬ 
ble because In the numbering which reaches SEVEN¬ 
TEENTH THOUSANDr he omits as many numbers 
as he includes (see Variety Table). 

The numbering of his editions is often ficticious as 
there are no intervening editions known between the 
fourth and tenth editions, etc. 

His 13th, 14th and 15th Pocket adiE ions carry only 
an introduction to the 12th edition. 


The American Bmrf Detector has 9 beautiful plates of 
embossed coins and a detailed description of the first 
5 plates, but the description of the last plate was 
forgotten. 

All of these and many other errors will be found 
in the Variety Table which is set out herein in more 
detail or in other portions of the text. 

A Dealer's Chicanery 

The impression of a counterfeit $100* First National 
Bank of Boston note on thick plate paper was included 
in most of Heath's second and third editions of each 
in. It Is- of superb quality and is made from a plate 
engraved by Charles Ulrich, There is a spelling error 
on the right end of the face where the furst T in MAIN¬ 
TAIN IT was not crossed so (hat it reads MAINIAN 
IT. The signatures of the bank officers are a printed 
reproduction on the plate rather than handsigned in 
ink as in all genuine National Bank Notes of that era. 
Engraved signatures were standard in United States 
Notes, and the 4 examples from counterfeit plates of 
U.S, notes in Heath's detection; copied those signatures 
as part of the engraving. 

The counterfeit $100 Boston impression used by 
Heath usually had a small hole punched through it. 
Some ignorant or unscrupulous persons described 
these notes when removed from the books as can¬ 
celled cardboard proofs. Such a note was catalogued 
as Lot rtl64 by William F. Donlon in his auction sale 
of November 16, 1975 as a genuine cardboard proof 
valued at 51200 and illustrated it on the front cover. 
Lot *165, an impression of the back of the note, wan 
similarly offered as genuine and valued accordingly. 
These notes were withdraw n from sale after the "er¬ 
ror was brought to the attention of the cataloguer, 
but to no avail, In his November Id 1976 sale Donlon 
again offered the same alleged proof of the face as Lot 
#$37 as well as illustrating and offering the same back 
as 'believed to be a genuine proof" and "certainly 
worth a good 3 figure bid." Donlon was the author 
of United States Law Sia? ftper Mot wy ■ 1861 to J923 
(1966 el seq.) and a prominent dealer and "expert" 
in the field. 

Adding a Bond Detector 

The idea of including in his currency books a sec¬ 
tion on how to detect counterfeit U,S. bonds was hist 
presented by Healh to Hugh McCulloch, Secretary of 
the Treasury, in a letter dated June 11, 186fl when 
Heath asked for permission (o obtain a few vignettes 
and one coupon from each series of U.5. Bonds. These 
were to be protected by segmented mutilation, just 
as currency vignettes were. The Treasury Department 
concluded that the employees were too fully occupied 
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so that ii ivas inconvenient io prepare these items for 
Heath. I leath wrote again on September 19, 1868 and 
received an affirmative reply on October 6, 1868, on 
condition th^t the same rules would be followed as 
applied to currency impressions. When 22 bond plates 
were suggested In that October 6. 1368 letter, Ihe size 
of Ihe plates and the number of I hem made a sepa¬ 
rate publication necessary. 1 

Portions of some bonds rather than full bonds could 
be used to conserve space and to broaden the coven 
age. In the list there was <\ genuine $1000 5r'20 cou¬ 
pon bind of tlie 4th series and a counterfeit of Ihe 
same issue. There wu also a counterfeit back plate 
for the same counterfeit bond. Because 6of the bonds 
required iwo-cntor printing, it was necessary to pre¬ 
pare h extra transfer plates. This resulted in 26 trans¬ 
fer plales being prepared and the direct use of the 2 
counterfeit plates to prim impressions. An order for 
9000 prims of each of ihe 22 subjects was given by 
Heath, and by January 26, 1869 the priming had com¬ 
menced- The invoke <rf March B 1369 showed (hat 
identification and numbering was engraved on each 
transfer plate and on Ihe 2 counterfeit plales. The 
charge for furnishing the W by 14 ,r steel plates was 
8 cents per square inch or 8293.201 The charge for en¬ 
graving identification and numbering was 75cents or 
Si for each, depending on the amount of lettering. 
Heath had sent in an order for an additional 10,006 
sets on March 1, 1869. He was preparing for another 
sensational success. 

Sabotage of the Bond Detector 

Spencer M. Clark was Chief of the First Division 
of the National Currency Bureau at the time when 
Heath first requested the Secretary of the Treasury to 
grant permission to have prints made for Heath's 
books, dark, in November 1864, had published an 
extensive study of the cost of printing currency and 
showed that it could be well done at a substantial sav¬ 
ing over what it cost to contract the work to private 
bank note companies.* The bank note companies ai 
the lime were priming alt of the National Bank Moles 
and did nol wish to lose the business. They had al¬ 
ready tost the engraving Of plates for and the print¬ 
ing of the U nited States Notes. Their aim was to un¬ 
dermine Clark's reputation and have him removed. 
This was apparently pressed through political in¬ 
fluence and was accomplished by 1869 after a series 
of controversial activities. 

Many employees of the Bureau were bitter at Ihe 
way Clark was treated;. The problem of his portrait 
being on fracTional currency of the third series affected 
Francis E. Spinner and William p, Fessenden as well, 
so it was another lame excuse for Clark's demotion 
and ouster from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 


In March 3869 bond impressions and some currency 
impressions wen? completed and packed in 13 boxes 
ready for shipment lo Heath in Boston. A request to 
inspect them before payment was made was denied. 
Ordway personally paid 810,000 for Heath and signed 
the receipt on Heath's behalf. Ordway then pointed 
out that the printing cost was far in excess of what 
had been charged for work u nder Clark. In July 1869 
Ordway asked that the invoice be separated because 
the bond portion was to be charged to a different ac¬ 
count , This apparently meant that at Least one other 
person (Ordway) was a participant in the bond de¬ 
tector project. On July 11, 1869 Oidway wrote the 
Treasury that Ihe bond detector ivas being pushed 
and was not yet ready 

The opening of the 13 boxes of impressions in Bos¬ 
ton revealed the sabotage- The portraits were dim 
from insufficient wiping and inking, the prints wen? 
blurred and defective, 10 the hacks were smudged from 
insufficient drying and tissue protection, some prints 
wen? torn or otherwise mutilialed, and some two- 
color prints had only the colored portion and no 
black. 1 Thus impressions of Plate 18 (the 8500 Regis¬ 
tered Five-Twenty U,S. Bond of 1865) in TJic AmrrKBP? 
EoPfd Delator are found in red and black in some 
volumes, while they are found in green and black in 
others. The remaining employees of the Bureau w ho 
were loyal to Clark were venting their irritation by in¬ 
terposing obstacles to good work and Ihe new em¬ 
ployees were not being supervised. McCulloch, as 
Secretary erf the Treasury, had announced his retire¬ 
ment and the Bureau was in chaos. The sabcihge 
might also have been a reaction to political influence 
used to incite the Clark controversy and to political 
influence used for Heath's privileges. 

The Long Struggle to try to straighten out the mat¬ 
ter began. The treasury refused to reprint the bond 
impressions, finit using the 1869 law as an excuse. 
Heath explained that the 1869 law did not apply Io 
transactions prior Id its passage but only to new trans¬ 
actions. The bond impressions had been ordered be¬ 
fore the law was passed and should have been re¬ 
placed on that basis, 

Only a small part of the impressions were usable, 
and Heath sent damaged samples to the Treasury in 
the summer of 1870. On October 18, 1870 Jules Colay, 
Assists nl Chief of the Bureau, reported that he had 
gone lo Boston, examined the prints and that the work 
had been poorly done. The Treasury said nn refund 
Would be possible without an Act of Congress. The 
printing Of Counterfeit Currency impressions also 
stopped until 1871 and Heath could not complete his 
books for which he already had other prints on hand. 
By Heath making new payments for currency impres¬ 
sions, that Supply continued. I leath claimed that the 
loss on the bond prints was $10,000 paid, plus $5,000 
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for 7,000 pounds of wasted paper he furnished, plus 
£5,000 for the typeset text and the coin plates prepared 
for the detector making a total of $20,000. 

The matter dragged on. By July 2, 1873 a commit¬ 
tee of 5 from Washington, ted by Congressman A. H. 
Cragin of New Hampshire, was appointed to visit 
Boston and make a report. The junket was arranged r 
and the July 26, 1873 report stated that there were 
hardly enough respectable prints to make a dozen 
books. A few bond detectors had been published by 
1869 using the best plates impressions, but the inves¬ 
tigators only saw what remained. They recommended 
that Heath be permitted to purchase prints of new is- 
sues of United States Notes and National Bank Notes, 
but made no recommendation for reprinting the bond 
impressions and made no suggestion of repayment. 
The government formally denied the claim on August 
12, 1873. 

In reviewing the claim, Ordway wrote a letter dated 
November 1, 1875 to Benjamin H. Bristow, Secretary 
of the Treasury, reviewing past events and stated: that 
Heath conceived the idea of publishing a history of 
the bonds and illustrating it with mutilated imprints; 
that Ordway "collated and prepared the work for the 
press;" that a valuable lot of coin plates prepared for 
the work was rendered worthless; and that l leath was 
bankrupted and assigned all his plates to Ordway for 
the $10,000 Ordway had paid for bond detector im¬ 
pressions. Apparently this had little effect. Then Sen¬ 
ator Allen T. Caperton from Vvfcst Virginia wrote a let¬ 
ter dated February 21,1876 to try to be of help. Again 
nothing happened. The records show that on March 
3, 1885 the Office of the Secretary of the Treasury 
called for the entire Heath file in order to review it, 
this being about 15 years after Heath's claim arose.* 
Further action has not been located. 

The complications arising from the 22 bond impres¬ 
sions in The American Bond Detector serve as an early 
version of 7 Catch-22. 


Bond Detector Authorship 

The authorship of The American Bond Detector has 
always been unclear because no author is stated. It 
has been attributed to Ordway because he filed for 
its copyright in 1869 with the Clerk of the U.$, Dis¬ 
trict Court for the District of New Hampshire. It so 
happened that the verso of the title page on a few co¬ 
pies show that John P. Dale filed for its copyright in 
11869 with the Clerk of the US. District Court fur the 
District of Massachusetts. The publisher is listed on 
the title as the American Bond and Currency Detec¬ 
tor Company in Washington, D-C, without a street 
address. Whether Heath, Ordway, or any others had 
an interest in that organization is not available, but 
there is a clue in the Introduction in which the 


unnamed writer stated as to the pie-shaped mutila¬ 
tion used on the vignettes that "this method of muti¬ 
lation has been patented by the publishers for their 
exclusive use" Heath was the inventor and held that 
patent. Heath was then using "LABAN HEATH & 
CO." as publishers of his currency counterfeit detec¬ 
tors and wrote the Introduction to The American Bond 
Detector with that in mind. It is obvious that he sub¬ 
sequently thought up the seemingly impressive name 
for the publishers of the bond detector and foigot 
what he wrote in the Introduction. Thus it is clear that 
Heath wrote that Introduct ion to The American Bond 
Detector. 

The previously mentioned letter, dated November 
1, 1875 from Ordway to Bristow, Included Ordways 
assertion, "I really collated and prepared the whole 
work for the press." Thus Ordway claimed only that 
he assembled the content of the book in proper or¬ 
der far printing. I le made no claim to any authorship, 
ft has been shown that even though Ordway per¬ 
sonally paid $10,000 toward the bond impressions and 
some currency prints and wanted the billing 
segregated for the former, this was only a loan because 
Ordway stated that Heath collateralized the obligation 
by transferring to Ordway all of I death's plates as secu¬ 
rity. Regardless of how the proceeds of the book were 
to be divided, the reasons outlined lead to the con¬ 
clusion that Heath was the author and not Ordway. 
Heath certainly wrote the Introduction, only the 
Treasury Department could furnish the bond detail, 
and the description of the coin plates was a conden¬ 
sation of what Snowden published. Heath may not 
have written very much of the book, but he was the 
creator of the bond delector idea, he had the parts 
to assemble In Boston, and there is no one else to 
whom authorship can be assigned. It seems that The 
American Bond Detector was a hoped for method to 
have Ordway receive money for using his influence 
to secure continued Treasury Department cooperation 
for Heath. The American Bond Detector was priced 
at $16. Jt must not have sold well as its price was re¬ 
duced to $10 as advertised in the Banking House and 
Pocket editions of the currencv detectors copyrighted 
in 1873. 

Copying Snowden 

The 9 large coi n plates In Heath's The American Bond 
Detector contain full-size embossed images of the ob¬ 
verse and reverse of coins pressed into paper coated 
on one side with a metallic color to resemble the color 
of each original coin. Gold, silver, and bronze colors 
were used in the shape and size of the coins to be 
embossed, and sometimes more than one coin color 
would be used on a single plate. Hie coin images were 
surrounded by a maroon background, and the plates 
cany the name of J. Haehnlen of Philadelphia. The 
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backs of tilt pages went' blank except for negative em¬ 
bossment, TTlaS process had been developed in Ger¬ 
many and was first used in the United Slate* In the 
1U49 supplement to A \Umi\n 1 of Gold and Silver Chins 
of Alt Niftiofti by Eckfeldt and DuBois and in IBoO in 
I heir Neu? ttirwfres of Gold amiT Silver Corns. The next 
American use was in James R. Snowden's A Deserip- 
frtHl of Attoirrit ami Modem OerrrS rpr the QEnnd SToWre- 
|j(Hi lU da’ A-lJJil 1 of the United Slith'y (Philadelphia 10*0), 
where 27 small coin plates are included and fully de- 
scribed in the text accompanying (hem. Those were 
prepared by E, Ketlcrlinus of Philadelphia. Kirby W. 
Brown pointed out that the Heath coin plates wen? 
a reuse of the Snowden coin plates and that, except 
for the fact that 3 Snowden plates went combined In 
make 1 Heath plate, the images were ‘'identical- 1 He 
also pointed out Shut the I loath plates wee numbered 
in Arabic numerals and the Snowden plates were 
numbered in Roman numerals and there were bor¬ 
der differences. 11 A careful examination of the com¬ 
position of She plates in each publication shows many 
differences, some of which are as follows: 

Snowden Plate I has an Oak Tree shilling, while 
Heath Plate 1 has a Pine Tree shilling; 

Snowden Plate I has no 1792 W^nhir^ton President 
cent illustrated, white Heath Male 1 has an ilLustra 
lion of it; 

Snowden Plate I has different varieties of the Con¬ 
necticut, ^rmonl, and New Jersey coppers from 
I hose in Heath ITaie 1; 

Snowden Plate 1 has 2 Virginia halfptnc&obverses, 
while Heath Plate 1 has only 1; 

Snowden Plate IE has a genuine Fugio ten!, while 


Heath Hate 1 has a "New Haven" copy of a Fugio 
cent; 

Snowden Plate II has different varieties of the Nuva 
Conslettatio copper, the Massachusetts cent, and 
Massachusetts halhcent than those on Heath Plate 1; 

Some coins are shifted in position., such as ihe £o 
1051 O Mint and the £51S35 S Mint on Snowden Hale 
V when Compared to Heath Plate 2. 

These differences are fortunate because they clar¬ 
ify to a major extent how th ese plaice were prepared 
by a separate pair of electrotypes (one positive and 
one negative) being used to press the image into the 
paper. The positives were set in a desired potion In 
a frame filled with pliable material which hardened. 
The negatives ivere put in a similar Irame in exact 
registration, so that when the frames were sq uvo/ed 
together with the paper between them, each pair of 
electrotypes would mesh, leaving an identical raised 
impression or the metalhc-eoated paper side an d a n 
intaglio impression on the other side. 

By Heath's use of many of I he same electrotype inv 
ages the evidence of the reuse of some of Snowdenfs 
electrotypes is obvious. Apparently some of the old 
frames were reworked into the new frames and others 
had to be remad?- 

The Snowden lex! describing the pieces illustrated 
in his coin plates was entirely rewritten and shortened 
for the description of the Heath coin plates By mis- 
take r Heaths text describing the coin plates omits any 
mention of plate 9 or its coins, To add to this confu¬ 
sion, Heal h slated in the Introduction that there were 
9 plates, but stated Ln the List of Illustrations that there 
were fl- plates.

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However, Heath's descrijjtion of Ihc coin plates used 
the name SNOWDEN directly under the subtitle 
MODERN COINS on page 41 as a recognition of Ihe 
source of the text. In addition, he tenders a general 
acknowledgement on page 3 of Ihe Intnjduction to 
a group including -fames Ross Snowden, Esq., for¬ 
merly director of the United States Mint, Philadel¬ 
phia ." It is clear that Heath, or someone on I Heath'* 
behalf r had obtained Snowden's consent to use the 
coin plate material and its explanatory text. 

Household Edition 

In order to use up state hank not? platen left over 
from the first and second Pocket editions. Heath 
Created a Household Edition in 1870 in pocket size. 
Its title was different from the Hanking House and 
FVicket editions and was called The Unit'd Sfirfre Gwnf- 
erftil Ddixior iirrd Teadtejs* Quid?, It was cheaply bound 
and sold at $1 each. Its back cover advertised all of 
Heath’s other detectors. The bonk also gave Heath the 
opportunity of using up a remainder of George W, 
CasLlear 1 * advertising cards for his alteration delerrenl 
patent. These cards had been printed at the Treasury 
Department from a plate made by Osilear when he 
was head of the engraving section, The inclusion of 
Ihese cards in some of Heath's counterfeit delectors 
must have helped Heath secure thecooperation of the 
Treasury Department priming facilities. 

Further details of this edition may be found in the 
Variety Table, 

Heath's Coinage Book 

The insufficient number of impressions of bonds for 
The American BwNf Detector left Heath with an inven¬ 
tory of printed text and an inventory of coin plates. 
The portion of the lest relating to Ihe bonds was un¬ 
usable without the bond illustrations. The portion 
relating to the coin plates was usable to the extent 
there were coin plates. To salvage what he could. 
Heath therefore created a new book entitled Use His¬ 
tory erf Awiertt and Modem Coinage, Laban Heath & Co, 
as publishers was on the new title page along with 
the date Wl. The book had its title slumped in gold 
lettering on its maroon cover. The verso of the title 
page, however, copied Ihe copyright information from 
The Auimarfl Hcprd Detector which showed the old Ord- 
way lfl6S copyright. The Freface states that the pub¬ 
lication was ''urged by many numismaticians." 

The text of Ihe book starts with 3 unnumbered 
pages and then the numbering -of the pages describ¬ 
ing the plates begins at page 38 and ends at page 6h. 
There is nothing in between because the leftover in¬ 
tervening material from Ihe bond detector could nut 
be used. Even though the title mentions 9 coin plates. 


the descriptive material remains uncorrected and only 
describes what is on ihe first 8 plates. Then the page 
numbering skips lo page 77 where statistics unrelated 
to numismatics were used as filler until pages 89 
through 94 which, though partly unnumbered, pro¬ 
vide US, Mint history and coin production data. 
Sandwiched in between the mint and coin data is an 
irrelevant page of export statistics. All of these pages 
were leftovers. 11 The edition was sm.il] and used up 
the remaining coin plates and an equal number of sets 
of leftover text. 

Presentation and Special Editions 

In addition to standard editions of Healths- publi¬ 
cations, there were special edi lions prepared for dig¬ 
nitaries and for special uses. Public officials customar¬ 
ily were recipients of books with ornate leather 
bindings and having their names stamped on the 
covers in gold tetters. Each such issue is unique and 
several have survived. 

There are also special purpose publications which 
have minor modifications from the normal edition*. 

A few examples from these two groups are a* 
follows: 

A second Hanking House edition was prepared for 
Cdl. N. G. Qrdway with his name in gold letters on 
a red leather binding and an engraved portrait of 
Hugh McCulloch, Secretary of the Treasury, in front 
uf the title page. 

A second IVxket edition was stamped in gold Let¬ 
tering on the back cover PUBLISHED FOR EAST¬ 
MAN COLLEGE -PRICE 4.00. 

A second Pocket edition was bought in quantity by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company on April 70 r 1869. 
An inside label stated that it was railroad property 
along with an accompanying microscope; and that 
when there was a change in station agent, a receipt 
from the new' agent was required. 

A salesman's dummy for TJic American Bflpid Dctec- 
tor has a few normal pages followed by order blanks 
for copies bound in cloth fur $16.00, bound in half 
Morocco for $20, and bound in a full Turkish Morocco 
bevelled edge cover for $2500. 

A stripped-down version of The American Band De¬ 
tector with interleaved advertising was published in 
September 1871 to be used in hotel reading rooms, 
exchange news rooms, steamer*, and in railroad Pull¬ 
man Palace Drawing Room cars. The cost of a full page 
Of advertising was $150,00, 

Vital Data 

Laban Heath, son of Solomon Heath, was bom on 
January 1& 1837 In How, Merrimack County New 
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Hampshire. He was named after his paternal grand¬ 
father Laban Heath (1772-1832) who- operated a s^w 
mill in North Bow. Where and when he became a 
teacher gf counterfeit detection is net known, bu t he 
announced that in his publications beginning in 1064, 
He apparently had no connection with the Associa¬ 
tion of Banks for the Suppression of Counterfeiting 
which was organized in Boston on February 9, 1853 
pursuant to a grant from the Massachusetts legisla¬ 
ture on May IS, 1852 and which operated successfully 
throughout New England during the state bank note 
redemption period. That Organization's endorsement 
in Heath * detectors indicated their cooperation with 
him. 
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Heath's connection with the sale of Gear's detector 
in I860 does not indicate that he was teaching at that 
lime. In the 1863-64 Portland, Maine, City Directory 
he is listed as a clerk boarding at Lawrence House. 
He had moved to Boston by 1664 when his firs! de¬ 
tector was published and he maintained offices in 
downtown Boston for Ihe balance of his career. He 
died in Revere, Suffolk County, Massachusetts, on 
January 6 1894 and was buried in kfennebunkport, 
Maine. His wife had predeceased him and he be¬ 
queathed his estate, including his library, to his wife's 
sister, Nellie O. Emery. His obituary is in Ihe Boston 
Tmampt of January 8, 15^4, 

In addition to publishing counterfeit detectors, he 
was in the magnifying and telescope equipment 
business. 

In 18?] he copyrighted and published a Dtscripfrupj 
of United States TwesHry Notes Kauiim a - * Greenbacks; Np- 
rimaf Bank Notes, and the New Treasn ry Nptes, Series of 
TO?. which contained no illustrations and was nol 
a detector. It was advertised in Heath's fourth Bank¬ 
ing House edition and sold for SI. 

Heath was also the publisher of George R Burn¬ 
hams Mttrmn of the United States Secret Semce (Bos¬ 
ton 1672) in which he advertised his detectors. 


Variety Table Classification Method 

The multiplicity erf varieties of a book can be as in¬ 
triguing as the multiplicity of coin dies or paper 
money varieties, particularly if the purport of the 
changes and the order of issue have historical mean¬ 
ing in relation to numismatic events about which the 
book was written. Thu* the varieties of Heath's work 
are categorized, first by edition, then by size, and fi¬ 
nally by detailing principal distinguishing features. 
Varieties are placed in the order of issuance to the ex¬ 
tent that is reasonably determinable. One expects 
more varieties wilt be found when one initiates any 
system of classifitation, and it i* hoped that the Vari¬ 
ety Table will stimulate those interested in biblio¬ 
graphic history to appreciate Heath 1 * accom¬ 
plishments. 

Heath filed his bank note counterfeit detectors for 
copyright purposes in 1064, 1666, 1667, 187EL 1673 and 
1877, and each printing has a copyright date on the 
verso of the title page The second Banking House edi¬ 
tion originally contained only the 1666copyright date, 
but in later issues both 1866 and 1667 copyright dates 
appear. No other editions have more than one copy¬ 
right dale. The copyright dates bear no relationship 
to the date of Heath's patent for mutilating vignettes- 
H is copyrights were filed in Massachusetts until 1650 
when he filed them with the Librarian of Congress 
in Washington. 

With about lOftOOG copies of Heath's work originally 
issued r it should be easy to locate specific varieties 
in choice condition, but it is not. The books were 
poorly sewn and poorly bound, possibly because of 
the insertion, intermittently or in cluster, of many 
thick paper plates. The leaves are printed on paper 
made by a sulfur process and thus deteriorate or crack 
easily. They were bound in embossed or stamped 
doth covers over cardboard so that with age they- of¬ 
ten disintegrate al the spine or hinge*. They were of¬ 
ten extensively used, including king thrown or 
dropped in the course of handling. Thu* many had 
to be disposed of because of their damaged condition. 

To add lo their natural problems of bibliography, 
numismatists haw tom out plates for collection pur¬ 
poses,. for display, have joined partial notes to make 
full noles, and have pasted the fronts and backs of 
notes together to look "real." To check if plates have 
been removed, it is helpful to examine the adjacent 
text page* to where a plate might have been a* the 
plate ink would have bled through lo those pages if 
the plate was originally present. Many nice examples 
of the books do exist and classification has long been 
sought. 

It has been asserted that collecting Heath detectors 
by variety beyond four Banking House editions and 
three Rxket editions qualifies that collector as a "nut." 
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It is also humorously said I hat the altitude or haste 
of the girls assembling the books created pLale ar¬ 
rangements which are "weird." 12 The many lext 
changes and plate shortages absolve the assembly-line 
personnel and create what a bibliophile often likes ta 
wallow in. 

The abbreviations for the types and varieties in the 
Table are as follows in the order of issuance; 

The first number is the edition; The next cap¬ 
ital letter, or letters, are P for Pocket edition, BH 
for Banking I louse edition, and HH for House¬ 
hold edition; 

The small letter in the second edition of the hxket 
size is h fu-r horizontal Lettering on the cover and s 
for sidewise lettering on the cover. 

This completes the general type symbols and spe¬ 
cial characteristics common to that type then follow. 

The next number is the number assigned to the va¬ 
riety, The variety has all of the characteristics of its 
general type phis distinguishing features which are 
then described. 

No attempt is made to make the color of the cover 
a separate variety' because light red r brick red, red or¬ 
ange, yellow, light green, emerald green, dark green r 
blue, burgundy, grape, maroon, brown and black 
colors have been located. The different imprints on 
Healh's covers are LI lust rated in this article. Some im* 
prints are found on many detector varieties while 
some varieties have more than one cover imprint.

In the years following the publication of his study of the Heath 
counterfeit detectors, Eric P. Newman continued to examine every 
copy that he encountered, occasionally discovering additional 
variations. He noted that the 14th printings were found both with 
and without the price printed on the front cover. Thus was born 
Newman 1-P-14(a), with the price of 1.50 stated on the cover, and 
Newman 1-P-14(b), without it. Both are scarce compared to most 
other printings, but their relative scarcity to each other has yet to be 
established.

Most of 
these catalogues are well-worn, and some are coverless and nearly in 
pieces, lacking pages, etc., but very heavily and usefully annotated. 
The Japanese volume includes dozen of typewritten sheets of careful 
notes on the subject of Japanese bank notes. Please note that some of 
these volumes are incomplete and in very poor condition, but all are 
far more valuable for their annotations than they are as books. 

Ruth Hill (1898-1995) was an enthusiastic collector of world 
paper money and one of the main forces behind the International 
Bank Note Society (IBNS), of which she was a major supporter and 
active volunteer. In recognition of her service to the organization, 
which included a term as President from 1979 to 1981, she was 
named an Honorary Life Member and an Honorary Director for Life 
by the IBNS. A collector since the 1950s, she formed an extensive 
and wide-ranging collection that was eventually sold by Heritage 
in 2014. The present lot is of considerable relevance to anyone 
interested in world paper money. Given the nearly universal scope of 
Hill's curiosity on the subject of paper money, there is something for 
everyone in these notes.

A 
very interesting letter from Raphael Ellenbogen to Eric P. Newman, 
dated October 28, 1996, attempts to shed some light on the matter, 
and speculates that the book was compiled by George W. Casilear 
between 1865 and 1870, but this is not entirely accurate. At least 
two of the engravings make reference to committees planning for the 
U.S. Centennial in 1876, and one is dated 1872, giving us the earliest 
date at which it was likely to have been made. Given that Jewett 
served as Chief of the BEP only in 1876 and 1877, it seems safe to 
assign the production of this volume to those years. It was clearly not 
intended for special presentation, as the binding is fairly ordinary 
and the spine lettering points to a purely practical function. While 
the binding is rubbed and worn at the extremities, the engravings are 
clean and crisp. A lovely book.

He was the primary artistic 
contributor to Thomas McKenney and James Hall's 1836-1844 History 
of the Indian Tribes of North America, from which this lithograph 
comes.

Dr. Lee's pioneering study is the first major treatise on Confederate 
currency, as well as being the first book to describe and photograph 
the Confederate cent. Of the 30 copies printed, we are able today 
to trace only 10, half of which are in institutional libraries. A rare 
opportunity.

Photographs 
taken while working toward the publication of the famous "Levick 
Plate" included in the April 1869 issue of the American Journal of 
Numismatics , the final version of which is quite different. Both prints 
exhibit some light folds and wrinkling, but remain in very good 
overall condition. 

In the October 1868 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, 
J.N.T. Levick published a table showing the prices realized at auction 
for types of 1 793 large cents, and proposed to publish a photographic 
plate "in our next number" illustrating the varieties. This was a bold 
promise to make in 1868, and in the February 1869 issue Levick had 
to sheepishly admit that "we made a promise then which we had 
not anticipated would involve so much labor and expense, and so 
many difficulties to surmount." He caustically notes the "immense 
amount of enthusiasm and willingness" generated by his request, 
which met with all of three responses. By directly appealing to many 
of the most prominent collectors, however, he had finally gathered 
together representatives of what he felt were all the varieties for 1 793, 
only to find (as related in the March issue) that the challenge of coin 
photography was greater than had been realized. Finally, the plate 
was ready and appeared in the April 1869 issue accompanied by a 
carefully written text by Sylvester S. Crosby. Generally considered to 
be the first published photographs of U.S. coins, the "Levick plate" 
has been famous ever since. 

The Levick plate as published shows both the obverses and 
reverses of the 1793 cent varieties, with hand-drawn ligatures 
denoting die marriages. Levick's first inclination was to publish two 
plates, one showing hand-numbered obverses and the other reverses, 
and the present photographic prints show exactly that. Eventually, 
Levick decided against this approach, probably to save on costs. The 
present photos are not only arranged differently, they depict some 
different coins. Indeed, these preliminary photos include three pieces 
which Levick determined were counterfeits—these he marked as 
such in ink on these plates. Jim Neiswinter wrote a fascinating article 
about these plates in the Summer 2008 issue of the ANS Magazine, 
which is recommended reading.

An early and rare collection of the laws and acts of the 
Massachusetts Bay colony, printed in Boston in 1726. Of unusual 
historical importance, being a contemporary printing of the Charter 
under which the Massachusetts Bay province operated and the 
acts and laws promulgated for its government. Volumes of the 
Massachusetts laws were published as compendia (see following lot), 
in that they were devised as continually evolving documents, added 
to and redacted and reprinted every so often in volumes of steadily 
increasing size. The laws and acts published in this volume were 
passed beginning in 1692, and include the infamous "scarlet letter" 
law (punishing adultery by forcing offenders to wear a capital A on 
their clothing for ever after) made famous by Nathaniel Hawthorne. 
Of more numismatic relevance is the Massachusetts Bay colony's 
printing of the 1 708 Act of Parliament enforcing Queen Anne's 1 704 
Proclamation attempting to regulate the value of coins being used 
in the American colonies. This Parliamentary Act is of the utmost 
numismatic importance for the period, and is discussed by Crosby 
(Early Coins of America, pages 11 7-122) and Mossman ( Money of the 
American Colonies and Confederation , pages 48-53). The 1 708 Act 
includes the text of the original 1 704 Proclamation, and specifically 
orders that the text be printed in America: which is what this is. 

Other acts of numismatic relevance included in this volume 
are: "An Act for Ascertaining the Value of Coynes Currant within This 
Province," which affirms the continued current status of Massachusetts 
silver coinage (May 26, 1697; page 87); "An Act Against the Making 
or Passing of Base or Counterfeit Money" (May 29, 1700; page 
147); "An Act for Making and Emitting of Bills of Publick Credit" 
(May 27, 1702; pages 1 70-1 72); "An Act Against the Diminishing 
and Counterfeiting of Money" (March 10, 1 702; page 1 75); "An Act 
Against Counterfeiting the Bills of Credit on This Province" (May 31, 
1704; pages 181-182); "An Act for Exchanging the Twenty Shilling 
Bill of Credit, &c." (May 31, 1 710; page 210); "An Act for Securing 
the Bills of Credit on the Neighbouring Governments" (May 30, 1711; 
page 211); and "An Act for the Better Securing of the Bills of Credit 
on This Province from Forgery and Corruption; and for Drawing 
in the Ten Shilling, and Three and Six-penny Bills" (May 27, 1713;

Some 
of the additions are carefully and neatly entered; many are hastily 
written, then revised right away. In one case, a tipped-in addition 
takes the form of a folding sheet a foot and a half long.

The Perkins Bank Bill Test is a legendary rarity, lacking from 
nearly all of the major American numismatic libraries including 
Champa, Bass and Ford.

Eric P. Newman acquired this 
copy in October 1969 from the last of a series of seven sales of the 
extraordinary library of Americana formed by Thomas W. Streeter; 
these sales comprise one of the most important book auctions ever 
conducted in this country.

That copy was most 
recently sold by George F. Kolbe in 1999. 

Jacob Perkins (1766-1849) was a polymath inventor who as a 
young man engraved dies for the copper coinage of Massachusetts, the 
Washington President coins, and for the Washington funeral medal. 
His invention of a stereotype steel plate for engraving bank notes, 
and a transfer process by which the various components of the plate 
could be identically reproduced ad infinitum, are perhaps the most 
famous of his numismatically oriented inventions.

The banks mentioned in 
the text seem primarily to be from Rhode Island or Connecticut, with 
some exceptions. An exceptional document, of considerable interest 
to anyone studying circulation of bank bills in this period.

The volume includes 80 leaves of thick paper, on both sides of which 
are mounted 356 engraved specimens of portraits and vignettes.

Hayes (the couple married in 1865, having presumably met on the 
job—Dana B. Ramsey was at the time Deputy Bank Comptroller for 
the State of Wisconsin). The binding is rubbed and somewhat worn 
at the extremities, but the engravings are clean and crisp. A charming 
volume.

The illustrations were produced by "metal types adapted for 
printing, indirectly from the coins themselves, which, if they do 
not always make a handsome print, give a perfectly correct, and I 
think, satisfactory representation." The resulting illustrations appear 
crude at first glance, but on closer examination are discovered to 
be remarkably accurate. Still of use as a reference, particularly for 
those interested in the widespread circulation of Mexican and Latin 
American eight reales in the United States.

An extraordinary and very rare work, of considerable interest to 
students of bank note printing and related sciences. The essay was 
written in response to a contest held by James William Gilbart, of 
the London and Westminster Bank, offering a prize for the best essay 
written on the practical application of the inventions and discoveries 
showcased at the 1851 Great Exhibition to the field of banking. The 
first two editions of Sharp's winning essay were not illustrated. This 
third edition is distinctive for being illustrated in a novel manner. 
Sharp gathered together all sorts of samples, plates, illustrations, 
handbills, circulars and catalogues and bound them together with 
his essay. These "extras" add up to more than half of the bulk of the 
volume at hand, and are fascinating to peruse. Subjects covered by 
the essay include: the prevention of forgery, bank note paper, checks, 
engraving and printing techniques, and the quest for "inimitable 
engraving."

Unfinished it apparently remained, and this 
is the only copy we have been able to trace. It is not present in the 
library of the American Numismatic Society, nor in any library on the 
OCLC network; further, the text is not available online. A specialist 
would find much to commend the work. While the Jones articles are 
more casually written and include little in the way of new information, 
they are well-done for what they are and include some interesting 
commentary on the state of collecting early American paper money 
at the time he was writing.

Eric P. Newman had 
drawn the attention of the numismatic community to the volume in 
1984, discussing it in the Colonial Newsletter. More recently, Eric 
P. Newman and Maureen Levine, in an outstanding article on early 
references to the Continental Currency pieces published in the 
July 2014 edition of The Numismatist , demonstrated that a slightly 
different rendition of this image was first used in Sprengel's Historisch- 
genealogischer Calender published the year before, in 1783. 

This small volume, printed in Berlin and entirely in German, 
manages not only to be a charming and interesting history of 
the just-concluded Revolutionary War, but is also of substantial 
importance in the ongoing discussions and debates about the nature 
of the Continental Currency dollars. Any contemporary reference to 
these pieces becomes important from the simple fact that few such 
references exist. When the reference also includes a highly skillful 
rendering of not only the Continental Currency dollar but the Libertas 
Americana medal as well, it rightfully takes its place as among the 
most significant early books related to the numismatics of this country. 
This copy is well-preserved, with some moderate wear to the spine 
and only minimal browning. Very good or better.

The destruction of the first United States Mint, beginning in 
1907, provided an opportunity to create any number of collectibles, 
and the recovery of first Mint timber facilitated the manufacture of 
multiple relic pieces. Frank FI. Stewart, who purchased the property 
in 1907, was the first to orchestrate the transformation of the timber 
into a variety of objects. In addition to two wooden chairs and a 
bench (which survives at the Gloucester County Historical Society 
in Woodbury, New Jersey), Stewart directed the creation of gavels 
and paperweights, the largest collection of which is today found in 
the Stewart archives at Rowan University in Glassboro, New Jersey. 
Sometime around 1960, a second wave of first Mint timber appeared 
in the Philadelphia area. The Numismatist of February 1961 notes 
the presentation of a gavel and sounding board from the workshop 
of George Cucore to Delaware County Coin Club president John 
Harrison, Jr. Cucore is quoted in Coin World , December 7, 1962, 
and noted that timber came from Stewart via the Philadelphia builder 
J.P. Hallahan, as well as from John Harris, a Philadelphia Coin Club 
member. Cucore produced a small number of gavels, one of which 
today is in the ANA collection in Colorado Springs. The present piece 
of first Mint timber, a thin cross-section of an oak beam, was given 
to Eric P. Newman by Alexander Kaptik, a Philadelphia Coin Club 
member, in 1966. Newman wrote to Kaptik on September 21, 1966, 

"We are simply delighted with the cross-section of a 
beam from the original United States Mint at 7th and 
Filbert Streets, in Philadelphia. It is one of those strange 
replicas which brings a nostalgic feeling to everyone in 
numismatics. It must be a wish that they could have been 
there to witness the operations. This piece of timber saw 
some beautiful coinage and witnessed brutal toil which 
went into its production." 

Newman counted "approximately 80 rings," indicating this was 
already fairly old by the time of the first Mint construction in 1 792. 
The opportunity to acquire first Mint timber is rare—we are aware of 
only one other public appearance, in Craig Whitford's 1995 sale of 
Mint memorabilia, that being a small block of timber from George 
Cucore, accompanied by a letter of provenance from ANA past 
president Arthur Sipe.

Eric P. Newman's Wooton Desk 
His Workspace for Over 40 Years

This is the desk where Eric P. Newman did all of his research and 
writing for many years beginning about 1975, and it is the largest of 
three Wooton desks that the Newman family owned. Wooton desks, 
also known as secretary desks, were the brainchild of William S. 
Wooton who obtained patents and established his desk company in 
1870, continuing operations until about 1884. These highly popular 
Victorian-era desks, with their intriguing secret compartments, 
remain popular today. Eric joined the Wooton Desk Owners Society 
in 1975, at about the same time he acquired this desk. This desk was 
probably stripped and refinished before Eric's acquisition. 

The remarkable desks designed, patented, and manufactured by 
William S. Wooton (1835-1907) in Indianapolis superbly represent 
a unique window into American history. This was a time of rapid 
and optimistic expansionism fueled by a combination of post-war 
unification and dramatic progress in technology, brought about 
largely by American innovation and entrepreneurship. The year this 
desk was made saw Custer perish at the Little Bighorn in Montana 
while the country celebrated her centennial at a massive exposition 
in Philadelphia showcasing wonders of the modern world. The old 
world gave way to the new, the progress of which was determined 
in part from Wooton's desktops. He supplied the newly telephonic 
white-collar worker with all the space for writing and filing they 
needed in a single unit — handsome, perfect for the well-organized, 
and capable of being securely locked away. There is no more fitting 
accoutrement for Eric P. Newman, who embodied the spirit and 
standards of Wooton and a generation of exceptional American 
brilliance. 













Burdette G. Johnson's Coin Cabinet
